Implicit  testimonies  of  faith  are 
not  foreign  to  this  magazine  as  they 
are  not  foreign  to  this  University. 
Faith  very  obviously  motivates 
numbers  of  students,  faculty, 
administrators  and  alumni  who 
have  been  the  subjects  of  stories 
in  this  magazine  over  the  past 
years. 

Our  cover  story  this  time, 
however,  is  of  explicit  faith  as  it 
impacts  the  lives  and  works  of  two 
lay  members  of  the  faculty — Peter 
Kreeft  of  Philosophy  and  Educa- 
tion's William  Kilpatrick. 

Kilpatrick  is  an  educational 
psychologist  whose  most  recent 
book,  Psychological  Seduction,  is  a 
critique  of  popular  psychology  and 
the  role  it  has  come  to  play  in 
American  society,  supplanting 
religious  faith  as  our  most  respected 
interpreter  of  human  behavior  and 
potential.  Christianity,  says 
Kilpatrick,  which  admits  mystery 
and  salvation  into  our  calculations, 
does  the  job  better. 

Kreeft,  whose  book  Heaven: 
The  Heart 's  Deepest  Longing  was  the 
subject  of  a  magazine  piece  four 
years  ago,  is  a  philosopher  of 
religion  who  considers  it  his  respon- 
sibility to  advance  a  precise 
understanding  not  only  of  heaven, 
but  of  much  of  what  lies  below  it. 
Their  stories  begin  on  page  14. 

On  a  recent  trip  to  the  O'Neill 
Library,  I  found  several  hundred 
students  and  faculty  milling  on  the 
plaza  and  a  fire  engine  parked  at 
the  southwest  corner  of  the  struc- 
ture. A  fire  alarm  had  been 
activated  in  the  computer  operations 
room  on  the  top  floor.  University 
Librarian  Thomas  O'Connell  was 
standing  on  the  stairs  at  the 
library's  main  entrance.  A  red  light 


blinked  ominously  on  the  alarm 
panel  behind  him.  Was  O'Connell 
worried  that  his  just-realized  and 
hard-won  dream  of  these  many 
years  was  about  to  be  reduced  to 
ashes?  Was  he  considering  what 
damage  a  thousand  gallons  per 
minute  might  do  to  BC's  nearly  one 
million  library  items? 

"Look  at  them,  Ben,"  said 
O'Connell,  gazing  beatifically  at  the 
plaza.  "Look  at  all  those  people. 
They  just  came  pouring  out.  I 
thought  they'd  never  stop." 
Since  opening  in  July,  the 
Thomas  P.  O'Neill,  Jr.  Library  has 
done  a  business  booming  enough  to 
suit  any  librarian's  dream.  Its  wide 
open  spaces,  window  light,  plush 
chairs  and  restful  interior  colors 
have  made  it  the  most  comfortable 
public  place  on  campus  for  reading, 
studying  and  thinking.  It's  not  dif- 
ficult to  see  why  some  are  saying 
the  structure  is  already  changing 
Boston  College  life  as  nothing  has 
since  Gasson  Hall  was  raised  on  a 
pasture  of  the  Lawrence  Farm. 

Because  of  deadlines,  a  brief  story 
and  one  photograph  make  up  this 
edition's  coverage  of  the  O'Neill 
Library's  official  opening  on  Oct. 
14.  The  library  and  its  gala  opening 
will  be  the  subject  of  our  cover  story 
in  the  Winter  edition.

I'm  a  Califbrnian.  At  least,  I'm  a 
Californian  as  much  as  a  native  of 
Massachusetts  who  moved  to  the 
Golden  State  about  two  years  ago 
can  be  a  Californian.  Let's  say  I'm 
a  Californian  in  training. 

The  image  of  California  remains 
a  very  evocative  one  for  many 
Americans,  especially  Easterners. 
Most  people,  however,  still  react  to 
the  image  of  California.  I  have  been 
surprised  by  the  relative  ignorance 
of  California's  realities  shared  by 
friends  and  acquaintances  in 
Massachusetts.  (I  must  admit, 
however,  there  are  some  surprising 
assumptions  made  about  New 
England  by  Californians  I  know.) 

Based  on  two  years'  observation, 
my  opinion  is  that  there  is 
something  special,  and  contradic- 
tory, about  being  a  Californian.  A 
Californian  is  a  member  of  a  group 


of  people  so  diverse  that  the  diversi- 
ty itself  becomes  a  central  element 
of  identification. 

As  a  volunteer  alumni  admissions 
counselor,  I've  had  the  opportunity 
to  speak  with  a  number  of  Californ- 
ian applicants  to  BC.  All  were 
familiar  with  the  College.  All  were 
cognizant  of  the  Jesuit  presence, 
and  valued  it  highly.  Several  had 
visited  the  campus. 

They  were  impressed  with  the 
academic  programs,  the  residential 
and  recreational  facilities,  and  the 
religious  opportunities.  But  their 
interest  came  down  to  a  spark  of 
adventure,  of  challenge.  They  saw 
themselves  as  pioneers.  Most 
described  the  sense  of  excitement 
they  felt  at  the  prospect  of  exper- 
iencing another  part  of  the 
country. 

Not  that  the  adventure  at  times 
wasn't  faced  with  trepidation. 
Several  asked,  "How  are  the  other 
students  going  to  react  to  me?" 

My  response  has  been  that  being 
from  California  was  probably  going 
to  be  an  advantage.  It  would  make 


them  the  focus  of  some  attention 
(mostly  positive),  and  that  would 
assist  in  starting  new  friendships. 

Californian  students  contribute  to 
Boston  College  by  their  presence, 
just  as  do  the  students  from  other 
states,  and  they  benefit,  as  do  the 
others,  from  the  growing  diversity 
of  the  BC  community. 

In  October,  I  participated  in  the 
biannual  National  Alumni  Admis- 
sions Chairpersons  Weekend  (see 
ON  CAMPUS).  It  was  encouraging 
to  see  the  number  of  alumni  from 
the  Midwest,  South  and  other  parts 
of  the  West  participating. 

Charles  Nolan,  director  of 
undergraduate  admissions,  told  us 
that  BC  was  one  of  the  25  "most 
competitive"  institutions  in  the 
nation  based  on  the  ratio  of  appli- 
cations to  available  seats. 

Strong  efforts  by  Admissions  and 
the  thousands  of  volunteer  faculty, 
students,  staff  and  alumni  across  the 
country  seek  to  maintain  and 
increase  that  competitiveness, 
because  it  means  higher  quality 
students    and,  ultimately,  a  better 
university. 

Admissions  efforts  in  California, 
and  other  parts  of  the  country,  are 
strengthened  whenever  a  part  of  the 
University,  whether  an  Admissions 
staff  member,  a  University  official, 
or  sports  team,  is  present.  BC 
alumni  in  California  look  forward  to 
any  presence  of  the  University  on 
the  West  Coast,  especially  when  BC 
teams  come  out  to  play. 

In  1986,  the  University  of 
California,  Berkeley,  football  team 
travels  to  Chestnut  Hill  to  meet  BC. 
We're  hoping  in  the  Bay  area  that  a 
home-and-home  series  is  in  the 
offing.  As  a  staff  member  at  UC 
Berkeley  and  a  loyal  alumnus  of 
BC,  I'm  looking  forward  to  a  match 
between  the  Bears  and  the  Eagles.

Reading  of  the  death  of  Fr. 
Richard  Shea,  SJ,  (Summer)  I 
recalled  a  student  who  would  never 
have  been  readmitted  to  BC  if  Fr. 
Shea  had  not  aggressively  inter- 
vened. The  student  went  to  Car- 
dinal O'Connell  Seminary  in 
Jamaica  Plain  in  1962,  after  his 
freshman  year  at  BC.  A  prank  with 
his  roommate  that  the  seminary  rec- 
tor termed  "the  worst  violation  of 
the  rule  in  the  history  of  the 
seminary"  (quite  tame  by  current 
standards,  by  the  way)  necessitated 
his  application  for  readmission  to 
BC  in  1963.  The  Admissions  Office 
balked.  A  low  C  average  for  the 
freshman  year  and  a  seminary 
expulsion  were  not  high  recommen- 
dations. Fr.  Shea  would  have  none 
of  that  and  successfully  lobbied  for 
readmission.  The  student  went  on 
to  graduate  and  obtained  an  MA  at 
BC.  I  know.  It  was  me. 

I  can  only  smile  fondly  as  I  think 
back  on  our  many  meetings 
between  1961  and  1967.  The  tou- 
sled grey  hair,  the  whoosh  of  the 
cassock  as  he  scurried  from  his  desk 
to  respond  to  the  red  light  on  the 
confessional,  his  pithy,  earthy  gems 
(i.e.,  his  derisive  comments  about 
people  who  enjoyed  mouthing  opin- 
ions that  violently  clashed  with  his), 
his  total  availability — they  all  live 
on  long  past  his  death. 

Fr.  Shea  was  special.  You  did  not 
have  to  agree  with  him.  He  was  cer- 
tainly a  man  from  and  for  his  times.

Missed  the  points 

To  the  Editor: 

In  the  latest  installment  of  the 
debate  about  Nicaragua  (which 
began  last  fall  with  the  article  "A 
long  year's  journey  in  the  campo" 
by  Kevin  Kecskes  '82,  and  con- 


tinued with  a  letter  from  Robert 
Largess  '67),  Edward  Rutyna  '82, 
claims  that  in  my  letter  in  the 
Spring  issue  of  this  magazine  I  have 
"veered  away  from  the  core 
issues."  I  must  strongly  disagree.  In 
fact,  the  issues  that  Mr.  Rutyna 
chose  to  dispute  were  far  from  the 
core  issues,  either  in  my  letter  or  in 
the  debate  that  is  currently  taking 
place  over  US  policy  toward  Central 
America.  I  would  like  to  mention 
some  major  points  overlooked  by 
Mr.  Rutyna. 

The  first  is  hypocrisy — the  fact 
that  the  US  condones  human  rights 
violations  committed  by  our  Central 
American  allies  that  are  much  more 
serious  than  anything  the  current 
government  of  Nicaragua  has  been 
accused  of.  The  Reagan  Admin- 
istration condemns  the  Sandinista 
government  for  a  war  of  words  with 
the  archbishop,  but  has  nothing  to 
say  about  the  murder  of  clergy  and 
religious  workers  by  our  allies. 

A  second  point  is  the  disposition 
of  the  wealth  of  Nicaragua.  I  am 
not  opposed  to  the  theory  and  prac- 
tice of  corporate  profits,  as  Mr. 
Rutyna  unfairly  asserted.  What  I 
oppose  is  greed  such  as  that  of  the 
late  dictator  Anastasio  Somoza, 
whose  excesses  were  supported  by 
our  government.  The  Sandinistas 
do  not  enjoy  US  support,  and  in 
fact  must  defend  themselves  from 
US  aggression.  Yet,  according  to 
sources  like  Oxfam-America,  they 
are  building  schools  and  health 
clinics  and  organizing  literacy  cam- 
paigns. For  the  first  time  in  this 
century,  the  Nicaraguan  poor  have 
a  chance  (as  Kevin  Kecskes 
reported)  to  share  in  the  country's 
wealth.  Mr.  Rutyna  claims  that  the 
Sandinistas  are  using  resources  to 
supply  other  leftist  movements.  If 
he  has  proof,  he  should  share  it  with 
the  Reagan  Administration,  which 


so  far  has  produced  nothing 
believable  to  substantiate  that 
charge. 

The  third  point  is  war.  My 
respondent  does  not  dispute  the 
contention  that  current  US  policy 
will  soon  lead  our  nation  into  a 
regional  war.  Is  he  among  the 
minority  of  US  citizens  who  support 
the  escalating  level  of  conflict 
against  Nicaragua?  I  support  efforts 
to  negotiate,  cooperation  with  the 
Contadora  nations  in  their  search 
for  regional  peace,  an  end  to 
inflammatory  rhetoric,  and  a  halt  to 
US  attempts  at  overthrowing  a 
government  as  legitimate,  certainly, 
as  dozens  of  others  that  we  claim  as 
friends.

Cheers  and  applause  rang  out 
from  the  audience  during  the 
ceremony,  whose  highlights  were 
the  dedication  of  the  library  by 
President  J.  Donald  Monan,  SJ,  a 


response  by  the  Speaker,  and  an 
address  on  technology  and  academe 
by  Ernest  Boyer,  president  of  the 
Carnegie  Foundation  for  the 
Advancement  of  Teaching.  Thomas 
O'Connell,  University  librarian, 
was  master  of  ceremonies. 

Musical  interludes  were  provided 
by  the  University  Chorale.  There 
were  also  performances  by  the 
Instrumental  Ensemble  and  the 
Liturgical  Dance  Ensemble. 

The  audience — composed  of 
alumni,  students,  faculty  and 
friends  of  O'Neill  from  Washington 
and  Massachusetts — gave  the 
Speaker  a  standing  ovation.  The 


Speaker  responded  in  kind  when  he 
rose  to  the  podium  for  his  speech. 

"I  have  declined  many  offers  to 
name  buildings  after  me,"  he  told 
the  gathering.  "I  do  not  believe  in 
naming  them  after  public  officials 
who  are  still  in  office.  But  this  time 
I  made  an  exception  because  this 
college  has  meant  so  much  to  me,  to 
my  family  and  to  my  community." 

A  dinner  for  some  1 ,000  guests 
was  held  that  evening  in  McElroy 
Dining  Hall.

Trustees  provide  go-ahead 
for  Bapst  renovations 

The  election  of  a  new  chairman, 
the  addition  of  two  members  and 
official  approvals  for  the  renovation 
of  Bapst  Library  and  the  acquisition 
of  the  Massachusetts  Baptist  Home 
were  highlights  of  the  Sept.  21 
Board  of  Trustees  annual  meeting. 

With  Federal  District  Court 
Judge  David  S.  Nelson  '57,  JD  '60, 
presiding  as  new  chairman,  the 
board  approved  a  Finance  and 
Audit  Committee  proposal  to 
authorize  the  University  to  proceed 
with  the  internal  renovation  of 
Bapst  Library,  which  has  been 
closed  since  the  O'Neill  Library 
opened  in  July.  Renovations  to 
make  the  library  the  home  of  special 
collections  began  in  October,  and 
the  library  is  expected  to  reopen  by 
the  second  semester  of  the  1985-86 
academic  year.  Construction  costs 
were  set  at  a  limit  of  $6.15  million. 

The  trustees  also  approved  the 
lease-purchase  of  the  Baptist  Home 
on  Commonwealth  Avenue  (see 
below). 

Additional  facility  improvements 
were  considered  by  the  board  in  a 
presentation  by  Sasaki  Associates  of 
lower  campus  options  for  housing, 
recreation  and  a  possible  sports 
arena.  The  alternatives  will  be 
analyzed  during  the  coming  year 
and  a  more  concrete  proposal 
developed  for  a  future  trustee 
meeting. 

Chairman  of  the  Finance  and 
Audit  Committee  Thomas  A. 
Vanderslice  '53,  was  elected  vice 
chairman  of  the  board.  New 
trustees  appointed  for  four-year 
terms  were  Capt.  Roberta  L. 
Hazard  '56,  MA  '57,  commander 
of  the  Naval  Training  Center  in 
San  Diego  (see  PEOPLE,  page  28), 
and  Mary  Lou  (Duddy)  DeLong,  a 
1971  Newton  College  graduate  who 
is  director  of  Special  Gifts  at 
Stevens  Institute  of  Technology  in 
New  Jersey. 

In  his  report  to  the  board,  Fr. 
Monan  described  the  past  two  years 


as  the  most  successful  he  has 
witnessed  in  his  12  years  here. 
Pointing  to  the  record  application 
rates,  fundraising  efforts  and  the 
University's  high  visibility,  Fr. 
Monan  identified  the  constructive 
spirit  and  increased  productivity  on 
campus  as  contributing  factors. 

BC's  goals  for  1990 
to  be  focus  of  study 

Before  the  current  semester  ends, 
a  group  of  men  and  women  will 
begin  meeting  to  set  a  course  for 
Boston  College  as  it  nears  the  20th 
century. 

Speaking  to  some  400  faculty  and 
administrators  at  the  University's 
annual  faculty  convocation  in  Sep- 
tember, Fr.  Monan  announced  a 
plan  to  establish  a  University-wide 
commission  whose  task  would  be  to 
determine  "a  set  of  targets"  for  the 
Boston  College  of  1990  in  terms  of 
its  "best  realistic  academic  aspira- 
tions as  a  Jesuit  University,"  and 
the  needs  which  must  be  filled  to 
enable  the  University  to  meet  those 
targets. 

The  planning  commission  will 
undertake  a  review  of  plans  for 
additional  dormitories — there  are 
presently  5,200  students  in  Univer- 
sity housing  and  another  2,400 
awaiting  openings — of  new  struc- 
tures for  varsity  sports, 
parking  and  student  union  space. 

The  commission  will  also  examine 
the  criteria  by  which  prospective 
students  are  selected  and  will  study 
the  Jesuit  nature  of  Boston  College. 

A  second  planning  effort  Fr. 
Monan  outlined  will  study  graduate 
education  at  the  University. 

Agreement  reached  for 
purchase  of  Baptist  Home 

Officials  from  BC  and  the 
Massachusetts  Baptist  Home  have 
reached  a  verbal  agreement  on 
terms  for  the  lease  and  purchase  of 


the  home  structure  at  66  Com- 
monwealth Avenue.  The  nursing 
home  closed  last  spring. 

The  agreement  calls  for  the 
University  to  enter  into  a  five-year 
lease  on  the  building  with  an  option 
to  purchase. 

Executive  Vice  President  Frank 
Campanella  said  the  University  will 
begin  renovating  the  building  for 
dormitory  use  once  papers  have 
been  passed.  He  said  he  expects  the 
building  will  house  between  125  and 
150  students  drawn  from  the 
housing  waiting  list.  He  said  he  did 
not  expect  students  would  be 
occupying  the  structure  until  some 
time  early  in  the  spring  semester. 

Academic  advisors 
for  athletes  named 

The  700  undergraduate  men  and 
women  who  participate  in  30  inter- 
collegiate varsity  sports  at  the 
University  have  already  begun  to 
achieve  considerable  success  in  the 
athletic  arena  this  year. 

They  are  likely  to  be  more  suc- 
cessful in  the  classroom  as  well, 
thanks  to  the  appointment  of  two 
counselors  to  the  newly-created 
Office  of  Learning  Resources  for 
Student  Athletes. 

Kevin  Lyons,  founder  and  direc- 
tor of  the  Learning  Resource 
Center  at  Suffolk  University,  has

been  named  office  director,  and 
Ferna  Phillips,  assistant  director  of 
financial  aid  here,  has  been 
named  assistant  director. 

Lecturer  Albert  Folkard  will  con- 
tinue as  academic  counselor  and 
faculty  liaison  for  student  athletes. 

The  appointments  bring  to  a  close 
a  process  initiated  by  the  Athletic 
Advisory  Board  last  fall,  when  a 
subcommittee  of  the  board  reviewed 
academic  needs  of  varsity  athletes 
and  recommended  creation  of  the 
new  office. 


Record  applications  yield 
diverse,  bright  class 

The  Class  of  '88  is  "academically 
the  strongest  and  geographically  the 
most  diverse"  in  BC  history, 
according  to  Admissions  Director 
Charles  Nolan. 

There  were  a  lot  of  students  to 
choose  from  as  Admissions  received 
14,398  applications,  a  16  percent 
increase  over  the  previous  year  and 
an  all-time  record. 

Nolan  said  the  2,050  students 
chosen  for  the  freshman  class 
average  10  points  higher  than  in  the 
previous  year  on  both  verbal  and 
math  SAT  scores. 

In  response  to  declining  numbers 
of  high  school  graduates  in  the 
Northeast,  the  Admissions  Office 
has  beefed  up  its  recruiting  efforts 
throughout  the  US  and  abroad. 
While  80  percent  of  the  class  is  from 
the  Northeast  (45  percent  from 
Massachusetts),  20  percent  is  from 
outside  the  region,  including  30 
foreign  countries.  Nolan  said 
applications  from  other  regions  and 
countries  this  year  rose  22  percent. 
From  California  alone,  BC  received 
312  applications,  252  more  than  it 
received  five  years  ago. 

Each  year,  the  Admissions  Office 
sets  a  goal  for  enrolling  a  percen- 
tage of  minority  students  and 
children  of  alumni.  This  year,  it 
reached  both  goals,  enrolling  11 
percent  minority  students  and  15 


percent  children  of  alumni. 

One  "disappointing"  factor,  said 
Nolan,  was  that  despite  a  rise  in 
applications  from  blacks,  the 
number  of  enrolled  black  students 
declined  from  68  last  year  to  51. 
"This  has  just  energized  us  to  put 
that  goal  at  the  very  top  of  our  list 
for  next  year,"  he  said. 


Far-flung  recruiters 
return  for  weekend 

Some  60  alumni  from  28  states 
were  brought  to  the  University 
Sept.  21  for  a  weekend  that 
included  a  football  game  but  was 
focused  primarily  on  learning  how 
to  bring  the  best  students  to  Boston 
College.  (See  PERSPECTIVE, 
page  2.) 

The  alumni,  who  chair  organiza- 
tions of  some  3,500  volunteer 
recruiters  from  Maine  to  California, 
participated  in  the  fourth  biannual 


Alumni  Admissions  Weekend.  The 
purpose  of  the  weekend  was  to  train 
chairpersons  in  recruiting  methods, 
and  to  update  them  on  new 
programs. 

In  recent  years,  as  BC  has  drawn 
a  greater  proportion  of  its  students 
from  outside  the  Northeast,  the 
volunteers  have  come  to  play  a 
greater  role  in  the  selection  of 
freshman  classes.  "They  interview 
close  to  4,700  prospective  students 
each  year,"  said  Bill  Gerson  '68, 
director  of  the  Faculty,  Alumni  and 
Student  Volunteer  Program, 
"which  is  slightly  more  than  the 
total  done  by  the  Admissions  staff." 

In  addition  to  interviewing, 
recruiters  host  receptions,  represent 
BC  at  college  nights,  and  visit  high 
schools. 

The  chairpersons  participated  in  a 
day  of  seminars  on  admissions 
related  topics  and  capped  the 
weekend  at  Sullivan  Stadium  with 
BC's  victory  over  North  Carolina.

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Fr.  Dullea  '17,  dies  at  88; 
was  athletics  moderator 

Maurice  V.  Dullea,  SJ,  '17, 
former  moderator  of  athletics,  died 
Aug.  24  at  88  years  of  age. 

A  funeral  Mass  was  held  Aug.  27 
at  St.  Ignatius  Church.  The  Most 
Rev.  Joseph  Maguire  '41,  bishop  of 
Springfield,  was  principal  con- 
celebrant  and  eulogist. 

President  Monan,  speaking  at  the 
funeral  Mass,  said,  "Over  the  past 
decade  or  two,  philosophers  have 
made  much  of  what  Christians  have 
always  understood  about  the  dif- 
ference between  being  and 
having — that  the  worth  of  a  man  or 
a  woman  is  not  measured  by  the 
position  or  power  or  productive 
capacity  we  have  but  rather,  by 
what  we  are.  To  all  who  were  close 
to  him,  Fr.  Maurice  Dullea's  long 
life  and  healthy  advanced  age  gave 
us  a  new  understanding  of  that 
manner  of  measuring  a  person.  In 
the  nearly  two  decades  since  his 
own  position  and  productive  capaci- 
ty yielded  to  retirement,  there  was 
ample  time  to  recognize  what  his 
long  career  as  a  priest  and  teacher 
and  university  officer  and  friend  to 
thousands  had  assisted  him  to  be." 

Fr.  Dullea  entered  BC  in  1913, 
the  year  the  College  moved  from 
the  South  End  to  Chestnut  Hill.  As 
an  undergraduate,  he  captained  the 
first  BC  team  to  beat  Holy  Cross  in 
17  years  (1916). 

He  began  his  novitiate  in  the 
Society  of  Jesus  in  Poughkeepsie 
and  undertook  his  philosophate  at 
St.  Andrew.  It  was  completed  in 
1923  with  a  master's  degree  in 
philosophy  from  Woodstock  Col- 
lege, Maryland.  Fr.  Dullea  spent 
his  regency  at  Canisius  High 
School,  Buffalo,  as  a  teaching 
scholastic  and  assistant  football 
coach.  In  1926,  he  returned  to 
Woodstock  to  begin  his  theologate, 
later  completed  at  Weston  College 
where  he  was  ordained  in  1929. 

In  1930,  Fr.  Dullea  was  assigned 
to  Holy  Cross  College,  where  he 
was  professor  of  rhetoric  and 
developed  a  system  of  intramural

athletics  that  is  still  being  used. 

He  returned  to  St.  Andrew  for 
his  tertianship  in  1932.  The  next 
year  found  him  at  Holy  Cross  as 
dean  of  sophomores,  with  an 
academic  assignment  in  theology 
and  classics.  He  took  his  final  vows 
in  1934  and  remained  at  Holy 
Cross  until  1940  as  professor  of 
rhetoric  and  director  of  intramural 
athletics. 

In  1940,  he  was  appointed  faculty 
moderator  of  varsity  athletics  at  BC. 
In  1943,  Fr.  Dullea  served  as  rector 
at  Cranwell  Preparatory  School.  He 
taught  at  BC  High  School  the 
following  year.  In  1946,  he  returned 
to  BC,  where  he  retained  his 
athletics  position  for  1 1  years.  In 
1957,  he  began  a  10-year  term  as 
professor  of  theology. 

Fr.  Dullea  was  presented  with  the 
Boston  College  Bicentennial  Award 
Citation  in  June  1976  and  was 
inducted  into  the  BC  Hall  of  Fame 
in  1978.  He  celebrated  his  50th 
anniversary  as  a  Jesuit  priest  in 
1979. 


Prof.  Charles  Regan  dies 

Charles  L.  Regan,  associate  pro- 
fessor of  English  and  director  of 
medieval  studies,  died  Aug.  29.  He 
was  54. 

A  1951  graduate  of  BC,  he 
earned  his  master's  degree  (1952) 
and  doctoral  degree  (1963)  at 
Harvard  University. 


He  joined  the  English  faculty  in 
1956,  where  he  taught  until  illness 
forced  him  to  retire  a  year  ago.  At 
BC,  he  founded  the  master's  pro- 
gram in  medieval  studies  and  taught 
graduate  and  undergraduate  courses 
in  Anglo-Saxon  language  and 
literature  as  well  as  courses  on 
Chaucer  and  medieval  literature. 


Fr.  Larkin  dead  at  74 

James  P.  Larkin,  SJ,  chaplain  at 
St.  Mary's  Chapel  since  1969,  died 
Aug.  18.  He  was  74. 

Fr.  Larkin  received  his  bachelor's 
degree  from  BC  in  1931  and 
entered  the  Society  of  Jesus  the 
same  year.  His  philosophate  and 
theologate  were  completed  at 
Weston  College,  and  his  regency  at 
Holy  Cross  College,  where  his 
academic  assignment  was  in  Greek 
language  and  literature.  He 
received  a  master's  degree  from  St. 
Louis  University  in  1938. 

Following  ordination  in  1942,  he 
took  a  missionary  assignment  at 
Baghdad  College  in  Iraq  from 
1944-54.  He  later  taught  theology  at 
Fairfield  University  and  BC.  In 
1959,  he  was  assigned  to  missionary 
work  in  Iraq,  where  he  remained 
for  nearly  10  years. 


William  Griffin  dead 

William  Griffin,  70,  associate 
professor  in  the  School  of  Educa- 
tion, died  Aug.  2. 

Griffin  joined  the  faculty  of  the 
School  of  Education  in  1964  as 
assistant  professor.  He  became 
associate  professor  in  1968.  In  his 
20  years  at  BC,  he  served  as  direc- 
tor of  the  MAT-MST  Program  and 
the  Teachers  Corps,  and  was  chair- 
man of  the  Division  of  Education 
Administration  and  Supervision. 

He  received  his  bachelor's  degree 
from  Marietta  College  in  1937,  his 
master's  degree  from  SUNY, 
Albany,  in  1938,  and  his  doctorate 
from  Syracuse  University  in  1964. 


The  'Americanization' 
of  Jesuit  colleges 

1972  was  a  watershed  year  for 
Boston  College.  That  year,  lay  peo- 
ple were  elected  to  BC's  Board  of 
Trustees  for  the  first  time. 

That  year  as  well,  J.  Donald 
Monan,  SJ,  was  appointed  by  the 
board  as  BC's  president — the  first 
not  appointed  by  Rome  and  the 
first  not  also  to  serve  as  rector  of 
the  Jesuit  Community. 

These  moves  away  from  an  all- 
Jesuit  board  and  away  from 
authority  in  Rome  were  happening 
at  Jesuit  colleges  and  universities  all 
over  the  US  starting  in  the  late 
1960s. 

The  times  and  controversies 
leading  up  to  these  dramatic 
changes  are  explored  by  University 
Archivist  Paul  FitzGerald,  SJ,  in  his 
book,  The  Governance  of  Jesuit  Colleges 
in  the  United  States,  1920-1970  (Notre 
Dame  Press:  1984). 

The  310-page  volume  deals  with 
the  evolution  of  Jesuit  higher  educa- 
tion from  a  system  of  colleges  and 
universities  supervised  by  provin- 
cials and  the  Jesuit  superior  general 
in  Rome,  to  a  system  of  institutions 
that  are  almost  completely 
autonomous.  Fr.  FitzGerald  refers 
to  this  phenomenon  as  the 
"Americanization"  of  the  Jesuit 
colleges. 


The  system  whereby  policies  were 
formulated  in  Rome  and  handed 
down  to  presidents  of  colleges  and 
universities  was  a  European  one, 
and  a  disadvantage  for  the  Jesuit 
schools  in  America  which  were 
facing  American  problems  that 
needed  American  solutions,  he  said. 

"The  presidents  of  the  univer- 
sities needed  to  have  a  say  in  the 
making  of  the  policies  they  would 
have  to  implement,"  said  Fr. 
FitzGerald.  He  said  it  was  also 
noted  that  input  was  needed  from 
the  lay  community  on  the  policy- 
making and  administration  levels. 

In  1920,  a  number  of  distin- 
guished Jesuits  began  to  lobby  for 
needed  change.  These  leaders,  Fr. 
FitzGerald  writes,  eventually  con- 
vinced the  provincials  that  modern 
colleges  and  universities  in  America 
could  not  be  operated  successfully 
within  the  religious-order 
framework  of  priorities,  admin- 
istrative procedures  and  structures. 

The  task  of  "Americanizing" 
Jesuit  education  eventually  fell  to 
the  Jesuit  Educational  Association, 
a  group  of  28  Jesuit  college  and 
university  presidents  formed  in  the 
1930s.  Its  work  until  1970 — when  it 
was  succeeded  by  the  Association  of 
Jesuit  Colleges  and  Universities 
( AJCU) — forms  the  focus  of  Fr. 
FitzGerald 's  book. 

Fr.  FitzGerald  said  the  movement

toward  autonomy  was  inevitable. 
However,  there  was  hesitancy  on 
the  part  of  many  in  the  Church 
"about  the  possible  loss  of  Jesuit 
identity  in  our  colleges  and 
universities." 

Pedro  Arrupe,  SJ,  the  superior 
general  of  the  Society  of  Jesus  from 
1965  to  1983,  asked,  "How  would 
one  define  or  describe  a  Jesuit  col- 
lege or  university  in  which  the  Pro- 
vincial of  the  area  and  the  General 
of  the  Society  of  Jesus  have  no 
authority  to  determine  its  academic, 
religious  or  financial  practices  and 
policies?" 

The  presidents  and  the  JEA 
replied,  "It  would  be  a  private, 
independent,  church-related  institu- 
tion sponsored  by  the  Society  of 
Jesus  on  behalf  of  that  segment  of 
the  American  public  that  wishes  to 
perpetuate.,  .a  style  of  education 
that  emphasizes  traditionally  Jesuit 
values." 

Fr.  FitzGerald  said  his  work  since 
1980  as  BC  archivist,  his  historian's 
curiosity  and  knowledge  of  the  JEA 
(gained  when  he  served  as  its  assis- 
tant for  higher  education  and  vice 
president  from  1960-66)  led  him  to 
write  his  book. 

"I  began  to  wonder  how  it  was 
that  in  a  relatively  short  time, 
historically  speaking,  Jesuit  colleges 
and  universities  moved  from  close 
provincial  or  Roman  supervision  to 
almost  complete  independence." 

Thus  began  three  years  of 
research  here,  in  Washington,  DC, 
and  in  Rome.  Along  the  way,  he 
said,  he  was  encouraged  by  many 
he  interviewed  who  felt  he  "was 
onto  something." 

Theodore  M.  Hesburgh,  CSC, 
president  of  Notre  Dame  Univer- 
sity, said  in  the  book's  foreword, 
"(Fr.  FitzGerald)  tells  a  story  that  is 
fascinating  in  its  own  right,  but  he 
has  at  the  same  time  opened  a 
whole  new  territory  for  historical 
investigation."

A  university  of  and  by  the  people 

The  O'Neill  Library  celebrates  BC's  heritage  and  promise

Last  spring,  Boston  College  students  were 
invited  to  enter  an  essay  contest  on  the  sub- 
ject,  "A  celebration  of  heritage  and 
promise" — the  chosen  theme  for  the  O'Neill 
Library  opening.   The  following  was  the 
winning  essay  as  judged  by  a  panel  of  facul- 
ty. It  was  framed  as  an  address  to  those 
gathered  at  the  opening  on  Oct.  14.  A  tie  for 
runner-up  was  awarded  Eileen  M.  Donovan 
'84,  and  Theresa  A.  Dougal  '84. 


Today  at  Boston  College,  we  as  a 
University  dedicate  this  library  to  one 
of  our  foremost  alumni  in  "A  celebra- 
tion of  heritage  and  promise."  But 
perhaps  it  would  be  prudent  to  first 
ask  ourselves:  what  is  heritage?  and 
where  does  promise  lie? 

These  are  not  idle  questions,  for  in 
recent  years  heritage  has  become  a 
word  whose  very  meaning  has  been 
blurred  by  the  painful  memories  of 
assassinations,  war  and  bitter 
upheavals  that  shattered  even  the  tran- 
quility of  our  own  campus  not  so  long 
ago;  and  promise  is  a  concept  made 
distant  by  the  omnipresent  threat  that 
our  tomorrows  will  disappear  in  a 
mushroom-shaped  cloud. 

In  fact,  we  find  that  heritage  has 
two  meanings:  one,  the  heritage  of 
history,  and  the  second  being,  in  the 
words  of  Webster,  "that  which  is 
passed  down  to  a  person  from  his 
ancestors;  an  inheritance."  Neither  of 
these  definitions,  it  would  seem,  are 
far  from  the  idea  of  heritage  we 
celebrate  today.  One  is,  indeed,  cen- 
tral to  the  other,  and  it  is  only  when 
we  explore  our  College's  history  that 


we  fully  realize  the  riches  we  have 
inherited  from  those  here  before  us, 
and  it  is  when  we  look  around  at  what 
we  have  inherited  that  we  appreciate 
that  history  of  labor  and  sacrifice. 
The  dual  meaning  of  heritage  is 
crucial  to  understanding  why  we  name 
this  library  in  honor  of  Speaker 
Thomas  P.  O'Neill,  Jr.  There  are 
those  who  may  ask,  "Why  Tip 
O'Neill?"  For  those  of  us  who  know 
this  school,  the  answer  comes  easily; 
because  Tip  O'Neill's  heritage  is  the 
heritage  of  Boston  College.  The  soul  of 
this  University  is  not  an  ethereal, 
unknown  quality — it  is  as  tangible  as 
the  Speaker,  as  well-known  as  his  con- 
tinued support  and  affection  for  Boston 
College. 


The  idea  of  an  alumnus  embodying 
the  soul  of  his  alma  mater  might  seem 
fatuous  to  those  unfamiliar  with  BC. 
Could  it  be  said  of  a  Tufts  graduate, 
for  example,  that  he  or  she  had 
absorbed  the  soul  of  that  institution? 
Or,  could  Boston  University  claim 
seriously  that  its  students  were  imbued 
with  its  ideals  and  principles? 

We  at  Chestnut  Hill,  however,  find 
ourselves  able  to  stake  at  least  partial 
claim  to  the  moral  attributes  of  our 
alumni  because  we  are  not  simply  one 
of  Boston's  many  institutions  of  higher 
learning;  we  are  a  breed  apart. 

We  are  different  because  we  are 
Catholic,  and  so  espouse  moral  values 
which  many  modern  universities  are 
afraid  of  or  unwilling  to  address. 
Wherever  we  go  on  this  campus,  we 
are  reminded  that  we  are  attending  a 
Jesuit  University  and  that,  indeed, 
there  are  things  more  important  than  a 
grade  point  average.  Whether  it  is  the 
cross  that  stands  above  us  as  we  eat 
dinner  in  McElroy  Dining  Hall,  or 
posters  for  the  Jesuit  Volunteer  Corps; 
whether  it  is  seeing  Dean  of  Students 
Fr.  Edward  Hanrahan  acting  as 
Thursday  night  bouncer  at  the  Rat,  or 
History  Professor  Fr.  Leonard 
Mahoney  collecting  food  and  clothing 
for  Boston's  Vietnamese,  we  are  made 
to  understand  in  no  uncertain  terms 
that  we  are  not  just  another  college. 

Yet,  there  is  also  a  quality  that 
separates  us  even  from  our  fellow 
Jesuit  institutions:  we  are  traditionally 
a  University  of  and  by  the  people.  We 
were  founded  to  serve  the  Roman 
Catholic  community  around  us,  a 
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community  that  was  then,  and  largely 
remains,  of  humble  means.  Our 
students  were  not  the  sons  of  the 
wealthy  or  influential;  they  were,  in 
fact,  the  sons  of  policemen  and  maids 
and  common  laborers  and  factory 
hands,  the  lowest  rung  in  Boston  socie- 
ty. These  people  Boston  College 
embraced  as  its  own,  a  harassed  and 
miserably  poor  population  that  most 
felt  would  never  amount  to  much 
more. 

We  grew  as  our  constituents  did,  fed 
by  the  pennies  they  saved  from  their 
pitiful  wages  and  by  the  hope  they 
reserved  for  their  descendants — a  hope 
that  a  tragically  abused  minority 
weaved  into  a  common  vision.  The 
fact  that  we  sit  here  today,  educated 
and  satisfied,  we  must  credit  to  their 
refusal  to  knuckle  under  to  ignorance 
and  poverty,  and  their  selfless  will  to 
create  something  better  for  a  future 
they  would  never  see. 

Fr.  David  Dunigan,  who  chron- 
icled Boston  College's  history  in  1944, 
wrote: 

'The  Irish  and  German  immigrants 
in  nineteenth-century  Boston,  deprived 
by  circumstances  of  almost  all  share  in 
the  civic  life  about  them,  but  with  a 
yearning  that  their  children  and  their 
children's  children  might  take  their 
place  with  their  fellow  citizens... con- 
tributed beyond  their  means  to  the 
founding  and  support  of  a  college  that 
would  accept  their  youth.  Boston  Col-

lege  has  kept  faith  with  these  strong 
hearts." 

Over  the  years,  Boston  College  has 
served  as  a  beacon,  a  place  which  was 
looked  to  by  the  young  people  of 
Boston's  poorer  neighborhoods  as  a 
goal  to  shoot  for,  a  chance  to  break  out 
of  the  conditions  which  trapped  their 
parents  in  poverty.  The  working  class 
saw  BC  as  their  own,  someplace,  at 
least,  where  they  were  not  outsiders. 
In  turn,  Boston  College  has  been 
rewarded  by  the  intense  loyalty  of  the 
people  of  Boston,  a  loyalty  that  is  evi- 
dent to  anyone  who  watches  the 
throngs  file  into  Alumni  Stadium  on 
Saturday  afternoons,  and  to  anyone 
who  introduces  himself  as  a  BC  stu- 
dent to  a  resident  of  the  Boston  area. 
We  have  also  been  rewarded  by  such 
loyal  and  respected  sons  as  Thomas  P. 
O'Neill,  who  has  used  the  education 
he  received  from  the  Jesuits  here  for 
the  cause  of  good. 

And  by  what  attributes  does  the 
Speaker  embody  the  soul  and  spirit  of 
Boston  College?  Well,  for  one  thing, 
he  is  a  lover  of  sports,  a  diehard  Sox 
fan;  and,  certainly,  athletics  has  always 
been  important  to  BC,  a  sign  of  our 
boundless  vitality.  Tip  O'Neill  also 
carries  with  him  Boston  College's  love 
of  the  underdog,  and  a  native 
understanding  of  the  working  class 
from  which  he  came.  He  carries  with 
him  an  almost  tribal  sense  of  loyalty, 
the  loyalty  one  finds  in  close-knit 
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ethnic  enclaves  like  North  Cambridge, 
and  the  loyalty  which  BC  inspired  in 
those  it  called  its  own.  The  concrete 
manifestation  of  Tip  O'Neill's  loyalty 
to  his  school  is  the  library  we  dedicate 
today,  a  library  which  could  not  exist 
but  for  the  Speaker's  work. 

Thomas  O'Neill  is  a  devout  Catholic 
who  maintains  a  deep  respect  for  his 
Church  and  takes  its  message  to  the 
floor  of  the  House  every  day.  He  is  a 
man  of  the  old  values  who  is  not 
ashamed  to  say  he  is  a  New  Deal 
Democrat,  and  to  whom  the  self- 
centered  libertarianism  of  the  so-called 
Yuppie  Revolution  is  as  foreign  as  the 
tenets  of  the  Republican  Party. 

And  Tip  O'Neill  took  with  him 
from  Boston  College  a  sense  of 
priorities,  a  quality  all  but  forgotten  in 
modern  politics.  Through  his  basic 
belief  in  the  egalitarian  principles  of 
the  Democratic  Party,  the  Speaker  has 
consistently  put  party  interests  above 
his  own  political  motives.  And  through 
his  higher  love  of  country,  he  puts  the 
national  interest  above  all  others.  Thus 
it  was  not  surprising  in  1974,  when 
President  Ford  granted  a  pardon  to 
Richard  Nixon,  that  O'Neill  did  not 
join  in  the  torrent  of  recrimination 
heaped  upon  the  decision.  His  highest 
priority  was  not  the  political  gain  to  be 
had  from  a  situation  such  as 
Watergate;  rather,  it  was  to  heal 
America's  wounds  at  last. 

If  we  have  in  Thomas  P.  O'Neill, 
Jr.  a  faithful  public  servant,  a  strong 
Catholic,  a  patriot  and  a  decent  man 
into  the  bargain,  that  is  testimony  to 
the  character  of  the  Speaker,  but  also  a 
testimony  to  Boston  College,  for  if  he 
possessed  some  or  all  of  those  traits 
upon  entering  BC,  they  were  undoubt- 
edly strengthened  and  fully  developed 
during  the  next  four  years.  In  the  stu- 
dent handbook  for  1936,  the  year  the 
Speaker  graduated,  is  written: 
"Morality  must  be  the  air  the  student 
breathes."  Tip  O'Neill  seems  to  have 
inhaled  a  good  dose  of  it. 

In  examining  the  second  part  of 
today's  theme,  "promise,"  we  find 
once  more  that  we  are  dealing  with 
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two  separate  meanings  within  the  same 
word.  There  is,  of  course,  the  promise 
that  connotes  hope  for  the  future,  but 
there  is  also  to  be  considered  the  pro- 
mise that  means  commitment,  the 
bond  that  cements  a  community 
together  through  a  common  past  and 
shared  ideals. 

There  is  no  need  to  assure  the 
Boston  College  community  of  its  bright 
future;  our  promise  surrounds  us. 
While  other  colleges  vie  for  a  share  of 
an  ever-shrinking  applicant  pool,  BC 
enjoys  a  steady  climb  in  numbers  of 
freshman  applications.  As  some  col- 
leges lower  their  academic  require- 
ments in  order  to  survive,  BC  is 
reviving  the  traditional  liberal  arts  cur- 
riculum for  which  Jesuit  education  is 
universally  respected. 

The  continuous  successes  of  our 
football,  basketball  and  hockey  pro- 
grams and  the  high  quality  of  our 
campus  housing  are  added  morale 
boosts  for  a  student  body  known  for  its 
friendliness  and  enthusiasm.  A  New 
York  Times  book  several  years  ago 
ranked  BC  among  the  three  best  cam- 
puses, in  terms  of  social  life,  in  the 
East. 

Our  students'  knack  for  enjoying 
college  does  not  mean,  however,  that 
they  are  carefree,  for  BC  supports  a 
host  of  religious,  political  and  social 
concern  groups,  and  has  historically 
been  a  main  center  of  Catholic  social 
action.  Problems  facing  the  modern 
world  are  met  head-on  by  such 
organizations  as  the  Pro-Life  Coali- 
tion, Black  Student  Forum,  Coalition 
Against  Nuclear  War  and  Amnesty 
International,  and  are  debated  in  such 
publications  as  The  Heights  and  The 
Observer  and  were,  for  a  brief  period,  in 
The  Advocate. 

Boston  College  has  nothing  to  fear 
from  the  future,  not  as  long  as  we 
have  administrators  like  the  open  and 
thoughtful  Fr.  William  Neenan,  dean 
of  A&S;  men  with  the  tough  standards 
of  the  late  Dean  Henry  McMahon,  to 
whose  "shape-up-or-ship-out" 
speeches  many  of  us  owe  our 
diplomas;  and  valued  educators  like 
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Fr.  Joseph  Fahey,  academic  vice  presi- 
dent, at  whom  flies  so  much  unde- 
served criticism  that  he  has  become 
BC's  bullet-proof  vest — although 
anyone  who  is  going  to  try  to  glide  in 
from  Holy  Cross  has  to  expect  at  least 
a  little  trouble. 

Boston  College  is  in  good  hands 
when  we  can  attract  women  like  the 
eternally  troubleshooting  Margaret 
Dever,  lecturer  in  English;  the 
enthusiastic  and  devoted  Carol  Petillo, 
history  professor;  or  Adele  Dalsimer, 
who  comes  off  in  lecture  not  so  much  a 
professor  of  Irish  literature  as  a 
magnum  of  Great  Western  waiting  to 
be  uncorked. 

And  all  is  not  yet  lost  in  the  world 
when  we  can  still  count  among  our 
faculty  dynamic  lecturers  like  History 
Professor  Tom  O'Connor;  reflective 
students  of  humanity  like  History's  Fr. 
Frank  Murphy;  analytical  powerhouses 
like  English  Professor  Richard 
Hughes;  painstaking  historians  like 
John  Heineman,  who  also  find  the 
stamina  to  stick  to  their  moral  guns; 
and  uncompromising  theologians  like 
Fr.  Patrick  "D-minus"  Ryan,  who 
will  not  devaluate  their  moral 
teachings  any  more  than  their  grade 
scales. 

It  might  appear  after  all  this  that 
Boston  College  has  no  problems,  no 
dilemmas,  no  tough  decisions  to  be 
made.  But  it  is  here  that  the  second 
definition  of  promise,  the  promise  of 
commitment,  comes  in.  For  as  we  find 
ourselves  at  this  juncture,  and  realize 
how  many  avenues  lie  open  to  us,  we 


must  then  logically  ask  ourselves, 
"Where  are  we  going?" 

There  is,  of  course,  no  clear-cut 
answer  to  such  a  question.  None  of  us 
knows  where  the  future  will  take  BC. 
The  administration  might  answer  that 
we  are  on  our  way  to  becoming  the 
finest  Catholic  university  in  America. 
But  this  is  not  satisfactory  either,  for 
what  defines  a  university  as  "the 
finest"?  and  what  route  do  we  take 
toward  such  a  goal? 

Our  reluctant  answer  must  be  that 
we  have  not  kept  to  the  road  on  which 
we  formerly  traveled,  and  that  we  no 
longer  believe  in  many  of  the  ideals  we 
inherited.  We  no  longer  believe  that 
our  duty  is  to  educate  the  working 
class  that  founded  us.  We  no  longer 
need  Dorchester  and  Natick  and 
Medford  as  we  once  did;  we  can  now 
do  better. 

Now  we  believe  that  higher  educa- 
tion is  not  necessarily  for  everybody, 
that  we  can  no  longer  afford  to  take 
everyone  who  comes  pounding  at  our 
door.  Greatness  comes  from  national 
exposure,  we  are  told,  and  national 
exposure,  of  course,  takes  money.  If 
we,  the  working  class  or  the  middle 
class,  cannot  support  a  thousand-dollar 
tuition  increase  every  year,  then  that  is 
the  unfortunate  but  inevitable  price 
one  pays  for  greatness,  for  being  the 
finest  Catholic  university  in  America. 

This  new  system  of  values  has  sent 
its  message  loud  and  clear  to  the 
working  people  of  this  city.  When  my 
oldest  brother  attended  BC  as  a  com- 
muter, commuter  applications  were 
coming  in  at  a  steady  2,000  per  year. 
Now,  just  10  years  later,  freshman 
applications  for  commuting  students 
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stand  at  1 ,000  and  are  dwindling  every 
year.  Once  accounting  for  almost  a 
third  of  all  applications,  commuters 
have  shrunk  to  just  one  out  of  14  in 
the  last  couple  of  years. 

Cambridge  sent  81  SAT  scores  for 
prospective  students  in  the  year  I 
arrived  at  BC.  Last  year,  they  sent  53. 
Boston  College  administrators  may  say, 
in  all  honesty,  that  they  don't  think 
Boston  area  students  want  to  come  to 
BC,  that,  perhaps,  they  would  rather 
"go  away"  to  school.  Thus  they  might 
explain  the  precipitous  drop  in  the 
numbers  of  applications  from  working- 
class  and  lower-middle-class  areas. 

But  anyone  who  knows  the  Boston 
area  knows  that  any  high  school  stu- 
dent would  give  his  or  her  right  arm  to 
be  in  next  year's  freshman  class,  and 
the  idea  that  kids  from  Cambridge  and 
Dorchester  consider  "going  away"  to 
school  in  Florida  or  California  is  just 
not  in  the  realm  of  reality.  The  fact  is 
that  these  people  are  being  squeezed 
out,  and  will  soon  cease  to  exist  as  any 
significant  portion  of  the  BC  com- 
munity. The  only  question  remaining 
is  whether  we  will  acquiesce  in  the 
demise  of  our  basic  principles,  or 
whether  we  will  fight  for  their 
restoration. 
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The  Gasson  Tower  stones 

were  purchased  by  thousands 

of  nobodies  who  would  not 

let  a  vision  of  a 
workingman's  college  die. 


We  should  fight  for  those  principles 
because  we  claim  to  in  every  catalog 
and  brochure  we  put  out.  We  should 
fight  for  them  because  it  is  by  the  sum- 
moning up  of  those  principles  that  we 
intend  to  develop  our  alumni  fund. 
We  should  fight  for  them  because  if  we 
do  not,  then  we  are  lying  when  we 
sing  our  fight  song:  "...and  ever  in  the 
right  shall  our  sons  be  known."  We 
should  fight  for  our  principles  because 
they  are  right,  and  to  do  otherwise 
betrays  our  past,  betrays  our  Church's 
precepts,  betrays  those  from  whom  we 
inherited  this  place,  and  betrays  those 
thousands  and  thousands  of  poor  fools 
who  gave  up  their  money  for  the 
establishment  of  this  college,  when  all 
the  time  they  should  have  known  that 
a  university  which  would  give  their 
sons  and  daughters  a  hand  up  was 
simply  a  pipe  dream. 

In  1908,  a  man  named  Andrew 
Holloran,  who  was  44  and  worked  in  a 
shoe  factory,  got  hold  of  some  bad 
whiskey  in  a  bout  of  depression,  went 
down  to  the  cellar  of  his  rented  house 
on  Cedar  Street  and  shot  himself  in 
the  head.  Behind  him  were  left  eight 
children  and  a  wife  pregnant  with  a 
ninth.  What  family  she  had  in  this 
country  were  as  destitute  as  she  was, 
but,  somewhere,  she  borrowed  enough 
money  to  start  a  small  grocery  store  in 
her  front  room.  She  worked  16  hours  a 
day,  frying  doughnuts,  baking  bread, 
haggling  with  the  potato  dealers,  and 
still  trying  to  bring  up  her  brood 
halfway  decently.  She  watched  four  of 
them  die,  one  by  one — diptheria, 
drowning,  the  influenza,  and  one  the 
doctor  didn't  even  bother  to  mark 
down. 

But  for  the  other  five  she  reserved 
some  hope.  She  was  a  believer  in 
education  and  so,  somehow,  she  pulled 
together  enough  money  to  put  her 
second  oldest  daughter  through  a 


teacher's  college,  the  first  Irish  girl 
ever  to  get  a  degree  there.  The  others 
mostly  stayed  on  that  street,  became 
mechanics  and  factory  girls  and 
railwaymen.  When  she  died  at  88,  she 
knew  she  had  saved  one  of  them. 

And  when,  in  1909,  the  parish  priest 
came  around  for  donations  to  build  a 
Jesuit  college  at  Chestnut  Hill,  a  col- 
lege with  no  Catholic  quotas  and  no 
prerequisite  of  being  from  a  well- 
heeled  background,  she  gave,  though 
she  must  have  known  that  no  boy  of 
hers  would  ever  get  there. 

Most  of  my  great-grandmother's 
neighbors  still  have  houses  on  that 
same  street — the  Mahars,  the 
Kennedys,  the  Caseys  and  the 
Garrahans,  just  as  poor  as  ever.  Some 
of  her  family  still  live  in  that  house 
where  Andrew  Holloran  shot  himself; 
none  of  them  has  ever  been  to  college. 
When,  someday,  the  last  of  them  pack 
up  and  move,  there  will  be  others  to 
replace  them — Puerto  Ricans,  blacks, 
Vietnamese.  The  great  thing  about  the 
poor  is  there  are  always  plenty  of 
them. 

It  is  understandable  that  when  a 
community  undertakes  a  great  struggle 
and  sees  the  first  successes  of  its 
efforts,  that  it  should  then  want  to  rest 
and  celebrate  its  accomplishments.  We 
at  Boston  College  have  much  to  be 
proud  of,  and  we  have  a  great  capacity 
for  celebration.  But  there  is  some 
business  we  have  to  take  care  of,  ladies 
and  gentlemen.  The  year  Margaret 
Holloran  gave  a  handful  of  change  to 
the  BC  building  drive  was  the  year  we 
built  Gasson  Hall.  One  of  those  stones 
in  that  tower  belongs  to  her,  and  the 
rest  of  them  belong  to  the  thousands  of 
other  little  nobodies  who  believed  that 
future  generations  would  not  forget 
where  they  came  from,  and  would  not 
let  their  vision  of  a  workingman's 
college  die. 

Ladies  and  gentlemen,  if  you  believe 
that  Boston  College  should  not  become 
just  another  university,  then  there  is 
no  time  for  celebration.  We  still  have  a 
job  to  do;  let's  get  to  it.

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wo  of  Peter  John 
Kreeft's  chief  pas- 
sions— Christianity  and 
precision  of  lan- 
guage— become  evident 
when  he  talks  about  the 
way  some  people  use  the 
word  "Christian." 

"It's  often  used  in  a 
supposedly  charitable 
way  to  refer  to  anybody 
who  is  of  good  will. 
Someone  will  say,  'Oh, 
what  a  Christian  thing 
to  do!'  That's  really 
kind  of  nasty  and 
imperialistic.  Say  that  to 
your  Jewish  friend  who 

has  just  done  a  good  deed.  He'll  say,  'No,  it's  not  a  Chris- 
tian thing.  It's  a  Jewish  thing.' 

"But  as  C.S.  Lewis  points  out,  it's  like  the  term 
'gentleman.'  It  once  meant  something  very  specific. 
You  had  to  be  an  Englishman  of  the  peerage.  Now,  it's 
used  in  a  much  more  charitable  way  to  refer  to  any 
male  member  of  the  audience  even  if  he  happens  to  be 
Attila  the  Hun.  If  we  are  to  preserve  language's  utility, 
we  have  to  mean  by  the  word  'Christian'  not  someone 
we  happen  to  like  or  a  person  of  good  will.  It's 
someone  who  believes  in  Christ." 

Precision  and  Christian  faith  are  major  elements,  as 
well,  in  Kreeft's  many  written  works.  In  fact,  his  books 
may  be  classified  as  the  attempts  of  a  believing  Chris- 
tian to  arrive  at  a  precise  definition  and  understanding 
of  the  most  difficult  facts  of  life — death,  for  instance. 

In  Love  is  Stronger  than  Death,  his  first  book  published 
in  1979,  Kreeft  embarks  on  what  he  calls  "a 
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iam  Kirk 
Kilpatrick,  44,  a  pro- 
fessor of  educational 
psychology  in  the  School 
of  Education,  considers 
his  most  recent  book, 
Psychological  Seduction, 
published  last  year,  the 
first  real  affirmation  of 
his  faith. 

In  this  book,  of  which 
there  is  now  a  British 
edition  and  a  French 
translation  in  progress, 
Kilpatrick  asserts  that, 
"Christian  explanations 
of  human  nature  and 
human  behavior  make 
more  sense"  than  any  explanations  popular  psychology 
can  provide. 

"Like  most  counterfeits,"  he  said,  "popular 
psychology  does  not  deliver  on  its  promises.  Instead,  it 
leads  both  Christians  and  non-Christians  away  from 
duty  or  proper  conduct.  It's  a  seduction  in  the  true 
sense  of  the  word." 

Kilpatrick  notes  that  there  is  "no  conclusive  proof  of 
psychology's  failure,"  but  quotes  British  sociologist 
Stanislav  Andreski:  "If  every  time  the  fire  brigade 
comes,  the  flames  grow  fiercer,  you  have  to  wonder 
what  it  is  they're  pouring  on  the  flames." 

"When  professionals  really  do  know  what  they're 
doing,"  said  Kilpatrick,  "you  expect  that  sooner  or 
later  it  will  show.  We've  seen  a  tremendous  explosion 
of  helping  professionals  in  this  country  over  the  past  30 
years,  but  no  evidence  to  suggest  they  have,  on 
balance,  been  much  help." 
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philosophical  journey  of  exploration,  in  ordinary 
language,  into  the  'five  faces  of  death' — death  as 
enemy,  stranger,  friend,  mother  and  lover. 

"Christianity  is  not  assumed,  but  is  treated  as  a 
'thought  experiment,'  a  strangely  shaped  thing,  like  a 
key,  which  happens  to  fit  the  equally  strangely  shaped 
thing  that  is  the  experience  of  death  in  our  lives." 

When  Peter  Kreeft  was  a  teen- 
ager, he  thought  he  would  like  to 
explore  remote  regions  of  the 
world  someday. 

He  read  books  by  polar 
explorer  Richard  Byrd,  dreaming 
of  the  day  he  would  leave  Pater- 
son,  NJ,  and  travel  to  uncharted 
territories. 

Eventually,  Kreeft  "found 
exploring  the  mind  even  more  interesting  than 
exploring  the  earth." 

Kreeft,  47,  associate  professor  of  philosophy,  is  today 
especially  interested  in  "the  strange  areas  of  philosophy 
that  most  people  don't  explore  much,"  such  as  the 
philosophies  of  religions  or  science  fiction.  Two  of  his 
eight  books  are  on  the  subject  of  heaven — a  topic  few 
authors  would  choose  to  discuss. 

He  is  lean,  dark -haired,  mild-mannered,  soft-spoken, 
shy  and  a  self-described  loner.  An  admirer  of  English 
authors  C.S.  Lewis  and  G.K.  Chesterton,  he  dislikes 
writers  and  thinkers  such  as  psychologist  Carl  Rogers 
and  theologian  Hans  Kung — "wooly-thinking,  wishy- 
washy  people,"  he  says. 

Kreeft  grew  up  in  a  strong  Protestant  Dutch 
Calvinist  atmosphere,  from  which  he  says,  "I  inherited 
my  loyalty  to  Christ." 

This  loyalty,  he  said,  led  him  to  ask  several  questions 
while  a  college  student.  "Where  does  (Christ)  want  me 
to  be?  What's  the  Church  He  founded?  Did  He  found 
the  Protestant  Church  which  went  bad  and  Catholic  for 
a  thousand  years  and  then  got  reformed  in  modern 
times?  Or  did  He  found  the  Church  which  was  essen- 
tially Catholic  from  the  beginning,  so  that  Protestant- 
ism is  only  a  small  reform  movement  within  that 
Church?  I  came  up  with  the  latter  answer." 

Kreeft  received  his  undergraduate  degree  from 
Calvin  College  in  1959  with  a  major  in  philosophy.  He 
received  a  master's  from  Fordham  in  1961  and  a  doc- 
torate in  1965.  That  year,  he  joined  the  faculty  of  BC's 
philosophy  department. 

For  Kreeft,  Christianity  is  the  "strangely  shaped 
key"  to  understanding  death,  teaching,  writing,  family 
and  much  more.  "To  speak  of  mixing  faith  and  work 
assumes  that  faith  and  work  are  like  oil  and  water.  I  see 
faith  as  the  energizing  principle  of  the  soul  and  of  the 
body.  A  body  without  a  soul  is  a  weird  thing;  it's  a 
corpse.  So  life  without  faith,  or  work  without  faith  is 
like  a  corpse." 

Because  Kreeft  does  not  see  a  division  between  work 
and  faith,  he  is  interested  in  relaying  a  "Christian 
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Such  criticism  of  psychology  sounds  like  heresy 
coming  from  one  who  teaches  the  subject  in  class,  but 
Kilpatrick  compares  himself  to  "the  history  teacher  who 
continues  to  teach  although  he  or  she  may  disagree  with 
certain  interpretations  of  history." 

As  a  high  school  student  in  New  York  City, 
Kilpatrick  was  engrossed  in  George  Gamow's  One,  Two, 
Three — Infinity,  and  other  books  on  Einstein,  Fermi  and 
participants  In  the  Manhattan  Project.  He  thought 
about  becoming  a  nuclear  physicist.  He  was  fascinated 
with  the  idea  of  infinity. 

Eventually,  Kilpatrick,  recognizing  he  was  an 
"abysmally  poor  mathematics  student,"  left  physics  for 
liberal  arts,  and  later,  education. 

Kilpatrick's  fascination  with  infinity,  although  sup- 
pressed for  many  years,  revealed  itself  again  a  few  years 
ago  in  the  form  of  a  renewed  faith  in  Christianity. 

For  Kilpatrick,  a  shy,  intense  man  with  a  penchant 
for  lightly  sarcastic  humor,  life  choices  and  beliefs  were 
difficult  to  decide  upon.  Most  of  his  religious  training 
as  a  child  came  from  parochial  school  in  Hartford, 
Conn.  "My  mind,"  he  said,  "still  goes  back  to  the 
school  and  the  cathedral  next  to  it.  They  were  con- 
nected by  a  stone  bridge,  and  the  cathedral  was 
everything  it's  supposed  to  be:  Gothic  vaults  and 
arches,  gargoyles,  shafts  of  rose-colored  light  in  the 
semi-darkness.  It  seemed  such  a  sacred  and  mysterious 
place. 

"I  think  that  feeling  of  the  sacred 
and  mysterious  that  I  got  from 
the  cathedral  and  the  rituals  all 
sunk  in,  somehow,  on  a 
subliminal  level,  so  that  years 
later,  when  I  tried  to  shake  off 
my  faith,  I  really  couldn't." 

Kilpatrick  received  his 
bachelor's  degree  with  a  major  in 
history  from  Holy  Cross  College 
in  1962.  In  1963,  he  received  his  master's  in  teaching 
from  Harvard  University.  After  four  years  of  teaching 
junior  high  school  in  Stoneham,  he  decided  to  get  a 
doctoral  degree  in  counseling  psychology.  He  received 
his  degree  from  Purdue  University  in  1970,  the  year  he 
joined  the  faculty  of  the  School  of  Education. 

When  Kilpatrick  joined  SOE,  he  brought  with  him  a 
library  of  works  by  all  the  latest  humanistic,  popular 
psychologists.  Carl  Rogers'  On  Becoming  a  Person  was  his 
"bible."  A  priest  gave  it  to  Kilpatrick  while  he  was  a 
graduate  student  at  Harvard,  and  Kilpatrick  found 
comfort  in  Rogers'  theory  that,  he  says,  "Human 
beings  are  at  heart  good  creatures  with  no  more  natural 
disposition  toward  hatred  than  a  rosebud." 

He  refers  to  himself  as  "the  typical  person  who  loses 
his  faith  in  graduate  school."  He  said,  "I  became  con- 
vinced that  evil  was  not  a  thing  that  inhered  in  people 
but  was  the  result  of  unjust  social  conditions  and  bad 
environments.  My  intention  was  that  all  people  should 
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message"  in  the  classroom. 

But,  he  said,  "The  Catholic 

approach  tends  to  be  a  little 

more  intellectual,  and  a  little 

less  emotional  than  that  of  the 

fundamentalist  Protestant 

churches.  I've  never  liked  the 

street-corner  preachers  who 

buttonhole  you  and  say,  'Have  you  found  the  Lord?' 

I'm  always  tempted  to  answer,  'No,  have  you  lost 

Him?'  But  that  would  be  cruel." 

In  the  classroom,  he  will  "talk  about  the  faith,  but 
not  my  faith;  just  as  I'll  talk  about  love,  but  I  won't 
talk  about  my  love. 

"When  a  student  once  in  a  while  tells  me  that  I  had 
some  influence  on  strengthening  his  or  her  faith,  that's 
wonderful.  That's  feedback.  That's  the  farmer  seeing 
that  his  sowing  the  seed,  together  with  God's  sending 
the  water  and  the  sun,  has  produced  a  real  plant." 

But,  he  added,  "I  certainly  don't  expect  everyone  to 
think  the  same  way  or  agree  with  any  one  position.  A 
teacher  is  different  than  a  preacher.  A  teacher  ques- 
tions, presents  and  guides. 

"My  goal  for  a  student  is  the  same  as  a  parent's  goal 
for  his  children:  that  they  grow  up,  that  their  minds 
expand,  that  they  catch  the  fever  of  Christian  wisdom. 

"That  doesn't  mean  that  when  I  prepare  for  a 
course,  that  I  ask,  'What  book  should  I  use  to  make 
Christians  out  of  students?'  It's  not  my  job  to  make 
Christians  out  of  people.  God  does  that. 

"I  ask,  first  of  all,  'What  are  books  that  are  top- 
notch  in  the  field,  and  books  that  I  know  people  teach?' 
That  gives  me  a  large  number,  most  of  which  have 
some  Christian  substance.  Even  a  book  like  Tolkien's 
The  Lord  of  the  Rings,  which  is  not  at  all  overtly 
religious,  baptizes  the  imagination.  You  see  the 
backside  of  the  divine  providence  and  a  meaningful 
universe  without  any  mention  of  God  or  the  religious." 

A  teacher's  obligation,  Kreeft  believes,  is  to 
"cultivate,  nourish  and  feed  the  mind;  just  as  it's  a 
chefs  obligation  to  feed  the  stomach.  And  if  a  chef  puts 
non-nourishing  or  poisonous  food  in  the  stomach,  then 
he  is  a  bad  chef.  And  if  he  sincerely  believes  that  a  food 
is  nourishing,  and  in  fact  it  isn't,  he's  not  a  bad 
person,  just  a  bad  chef." 

Kreeft  is  the  father  of  four  children  aged  12  to  17. 
He  says,  "Having  four  kids  and  being  a  professor  is 
five  full-time  jobs,"  but  he  does  manage  to  find  time 
for  other  activites. 

"On  weekends  I  pull  the  house  together  so  it  doesn't 
come  crashing  down  around  our  ears,  although  I'm  not 
very  good  at  it.  And  if  I  have  the  spare  time,  I  like 
chess  and  reading  science  fiction.  Years  ago,  when  I 
had  more  time,  I  liked  model  railroading  and  amateur 
astronomy.  I  love  to  travel  and  I'm  a  fanatical  Red  Sox 
fan.  In  fact,  you  can  find  me  at  Fenway  Park  about  a 
dozen  times  a  year.  I  think  that's  a  hangover  from  my

Calvinist  background — the 
pessimism.  You  have  to  take  it 
on  the  chin  if  you're  a  Red 
Sox  fan." 

Writing  is  certainly  another 
one  of  Kreeft's  pleasures.  He 
is  currently  planning  a  book 
on  the  problem  of  evil.  "I've 
started  it  in  my  head.  I  outlined  the  whole  book  in  half- 
an-hour  one  day  while  driving  home.  I've  gotten  80 
major  subpoints  already.  So  I  know  that  book  wants  to 
be  written.  It's  like  a  baby  that's  half-born." 

He  said,  "I  learn  more  by  writing  than  by  reading, 
just  as  I  learn  more  from  teaching  than  by  being 
taught.  There's  more  responsibility  on  you.  You  can't 
be  passive. 

"And  if  you're  honest,  you  discover  things  in  the 
process  of  writing  and  teaching  you  didn't  know  before. 
It's  rather  like  cooking  up  a  gourmet  dinner  and  you 
don't  know  how  it's  going  to  taste  beforehand." 

In  Heaven,   The  Heart's  Deepest  Longing  (1980),  Kreeft 
tries  to  "rip  open  the  inconsolable  secret  that  I  think  is 
lying  in  everyone's  heart";  that  is,  he  said,  "the 
yearning  to  fill  the  'God-shaped'  hole  in  the  human 
heart — or  in  other  words,  heaven." 

A  follow-up,  Everything  You  Ever  Wanted  to  Know  About 
Heaven,  But  Never  Dreamed  of  Asking  was  published  in 
1982,  and  uses  philosophical  reasoning  and  imagination 
"to  try  to  answer  the  questions  people,  including 
children,  ask  about  heaven  and  what  it  will  be  like." 

Between  Heaven  and  Hell,  published 
in  1982,  takes  the  form  of  a  con- 
versation about  the  identity  of 
Jesus  among  C.S.  Lewis,  John 
F.  Kennedy  and  Aldous 
Huxley — all  of  whom  died  the 
same  afternoon  (Nov.  22, 
1963) — as  they  wait  "between 
heaven  and  hell."  The  book, 
written  in  three  days  during  the 
year  and  a  half  he  was  writing  Everything  You  Ever 
Wanted  to  Know  about  Heaven,  has  sold  about  10  times 
more  copies  than  his  other  books. 

In  The  Unaborted  Socrates  (1983),  Socrates  appears  in  a 
modern  hospital  in  Athens  and  quizzes  a  doctor,  a  legal 
philosopher,  and  a  psychiatrist  about  their  support  of 
abortion.  Arguments  for  and  against  abortion  are 
examined  Socratically,  and  "none  of  the  pro-choice 
arguments  hold  up,"  said  Kreeft. 

In  The  Best  Things  in  Life,  published  this  year, 
Socrates  appears  on  the  campus  of  Desperate  State 
University  and  engages  in  dialogues  about  values  with 
students  Peter  Pragma  and  Felicia  Flake. 

Other  publications  by  Kreeft  include  the  first  of  a 
four-volume  dialogue  catechism  entitled,  Yes  or  Nop, 
and  an  introductory  anthology  of  philosophy  entitled 
Philosophical  Questions,  both  published  this  year. 

Of  all  his  books,  Heaven,   The  Heart's  Deepest  Longing 
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remains  his  favorite.  "It's  my 

favorite  because  it's  my 

favorite  subject — the  thing 

that  breaks  our  hearts. 

Whenever  I  read  an  author 

who  touches  on  it,  it's  like  a 

little  bell  rings,  and  I  think 

many  other  readers  feel  the 

same  way.  You  can  pick  out 

passages  from  other  authors, 

and  when  that  subject  comes 

up  it's  like  hearing  somebody  who's  trying  to  conceal 

the  fact  that  he's  in  love  talk  about  his  beloved.  You 

can't  do  it  without  revealing — by  a  glimpse  or  just  body 

language,  or  maybe  in  the  midst  of  shyness  and  trying 

to  hide  it — that  that's  really  the  subject  closest  to  your 

heart. 

"Augustine  says,  'God  has  made 
us  for  thyself,  and  our  hearts  are 
restless  until  they  rest  in  thee.' 
Augustine,  like  Lewis,  is  great 
because  he  explores  not  only  God 
but  also  the  absence  of  God  in 
the  human  heart.  He  doesn't  just 
preach  at  you  about  God,  he  also 
explores  with  you  the  agonizing 
absence  of  God. 
"To  the  person  who  says  they  don't  have  this 
longing,  I  just  say,  'Be  honest  with  yourself.  Look,  I'm 
not  your  heart,  not  even  your  guru.  Just  open  your 
eyes  and  be  honest,  and  look  at  your  heart  and  ask 
what  it  wants.'  That's  all  we  can  do  for  each  other. 

"But  I  think  the  honest  person  realizes  he's  looking 
for  something.  Pascal  said  there  are  three  kinds  of  peo- 
ple in  the  world:  Those  who  seek  for  God  and  have 
found  him;  they  are  the  lucky  ones;  those  who  seek  for 
God  and  haven't  found  him;  they  are  the  temporarily 
unlucky  ones;  and  those  who  don't  even  bother  seeking; 
they  are  the  foolish  ones. 

"Compare  the  great  existentialist  atheists  like  Sartre, 
or  Nietzsche  or  Camus  with  the  pop  psychologists.  This 
is  purely  speculative,  but  if  I  were  God,  arranging  the 
last  judgment,  and  a  Sartre  or  Nietzsche  came  up 
before  me,  I  would  say,  T  am  in  great  respect  of  your 
heart.  You  rose  to  the  dignity  of  despair.  You  learned 
the  lesson  of  Ecclesiastes,  'Vanity  of  vanities;  all  is 
vanity.'  Now,  learn  lesson  two,  that  there  is  an  answer. 
You  at  least  got  the  question  straight.' 

"But,  to  the  author  of  nine  out  of  10  books  of 
popular  psychology,  of  peace  of  mind  and  acceptance,  I 
would  say,  'You  need  to  learn  lesson  one.  Go  back  to 
purgatorial  kindergarten.'" 

Kreeft  said,  "People  who  can  pretend  to  be  com- 
pletely fulfilled,  completely  happy  talking  about  bottle 
bills  and  efficient  unions  and  cleaning  up  drains, 
haven't  even  risen  to  the  dignity  of  confronting 
suffering  and  death." 

Asked  his  definition  of  a  Christian,   Kreeft 
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responds  without  hesitation, 
"A  Christian  is  a  little  Christ. 

"Which  doesn't  mean  a 
saint,  but  somebody  who's 
living  from  God's  life  and  not 
just  from  human  life.  It's 
somebody  who's  received  the 
gift  of  supernatural  life  from 
God  in  baptism,  and  through 
faith . 

"Baptism,"  he  said,  "is  a 
little  bit  like  being  born  physically.  You're  born  without 
your  will,  and  then  when  you  grow  up,  you  have  a 
choice  of  staying  alive  or  committing  suicide."  Just  as  a 
person  may  decide  for  life,  he  said,  a  person  may 
decide  to  affirm  they  are  the  Christian  they  became  at 
baptism.  "It's  essential  for  Christian  life  to  affirm  your 
faith  just  as  it's  essential  for  someone  who  is  married  to 
say  yes  to  the  marriage  proposal.  There  are  no  shotgun 
weddings  in  Christianity.  God  respects  everyone." 

For  Kreeft,  living  in  a  secular,  pluralistic,  modern 
society"  is  a  welcome  challenge  to  faith.  "When  the 
state  and  society  put  their  stamp  of  approval  on  faith, 
we  tend  to  be  weak  and  passive  and  take  it  for  granted. 
I  think  my  faith  always  flourishes  under  challenge.  St. 
Thomas  More,  one  of  my  favorite  saints,  says,  'The 
times  are  never  so  bad  but  that  a  good  person  can  live 
in  them."' 

As  "something  of  a  loner,"  being  surrounded  by 
other  Christians  is  not  one  of  the  priorities  in  Kreeft 's 
Christian  life.  He  has  one  "high"  goal — becoming  the 
person  "God  designed  me  to  be  "  Quoting  a  French 
Catholic  writer  who  said,  "Life  has  only  one 
tragedy — not  to  be  a  saint,"  he  added,  "So  if  we  set  our 
goals  impossibly  high,  we're  on  the  right  track. 
"I  think  having  one  high  goal  frees  me  from 
worrying  about  a  hundred  little  low  goals,  like  the 
Pulitzer  Prize  or  $100,000." 

As  he  focuses  on  this  "high  goal,"  the  rest,  says 
Kreeft,  is  up  to  God.  "We  are  all  being  used  by  God. 
There  is  no  sharp  dividing  line  between  Christian  laity, 
teacher  and  computer  programmer,  or  between  the  con- 
scious being  used  by  God  and  the  unconscious  being 
used  by  God. 

"I  know  someone  who  has  been 
converted  by  atheist  Jean-Paul 
Sartre.  In  fact,  I'm  sure  there 
are  thousands  of  people  in  the 
world  who  have  read  anti- 
religious  literature  and  by  a  kind 
of  rebound  effect,  swung  into  the 
faith. 

"One  of  my  friends  in  college 
was  losing  his  faith  until  he  read 
an  article  by  Bertrand  Russell  entitled,  'Why  I  am  not 
a  Christian.'  He  said,  'Well,  if  those  are  the  strongest 
reasons  for  not  being  a  Christian,  I  better  be  one.'  I 
don't  think  we  live  without  being  used  by  God." 
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Of  course  it  is  God  we  want.  But  not  everyone  knows  that.  How 
does  one  come  to  know  it?  Not  merely  by  being  preached  at,  nor  by 
rational  argument,  but  by  experience — the  Augustinian  experience  of 
the  restless  heart  and  the  Ecclesiastes  experience  of  the  vanity  of 
everything  else.  We  find  the  presence  of  God  by  first  finding  the 
presence  of  the  absence  of  God,  the  God-shaped  hole  that, nothing 
else  can  fill.  Everyone,  not  just  "religious  people"  (whoever  they  are), 
is  born,  built,  and  designed  to  feed  on  God-food;  and  when  we  try  to 
feed  on  other  food,  we  starve. 

There  lives  in  us,  deep  down  in  the  heart,  a  little  nightingale  that 
keeps  calling  for  its  birdseed.  It  is  a  bothersome  but  infinitely 
precious  little  bird.  The  nightingale  lives  way  down  under  a  host  of 
larger,  louder  animals,  each  demanding  its  food;  so  it  is  easy  to 
ignore.  It  has  a  "still,  small  voice."  But  when  we  ignore  it,  even  if 
we  feed  all  the  other  animals  (which  is  impossible),  we  are  not 
satisfied,  because  we  are  that  nightingale  and  we  are  starving. 

We  cannot  vomit  the  nightingale  up,  as  the  questing  knight  in 
Ingmar  Bergman's  cinematic  classic,  The  Seventh  Seal,  tries  to  do: 

"Knight:  Why  can't  I  kill  God  within  me?  Why  does  He  live  on  in 
this  painful  and  humiliating  way  even  though  I  curse  Him  and  want 
to  tear  Him  out  of  my  heart?  Why,  in  spite  of  everything,  is  He  a 
baffling  reality  that  I  can't  shake  off?  Do  you  hear  me? 

"Death:  Yes,  I  hear  you. 

"Knight:  I  want  knowledge,  not  faith... I  want  God  to  stretch  out 
his  hand  toward  me,  reveal  Himself  and  speak  to  me. 

"Death:  But  He  remains  silent. 

"Knight:  I  call  out  to  Him  in  the  dark  but  no  one  seems  to  be  there. 

"Death:  Perhaps  no  one  is  there. 

"Knight:  Then  life  is  an  outrageous  horror.  No  one  can  live  in  the 
face  of  death,  knowing  that  all  is  nothingness." 

So  we  try  to  quiet  this  terrible,  tiny  voice.  We  feed  the  nightingale 
dog  food  and  cat  food  and  monkey  food  (especially  monkey  food). 
But  it  keeps  crying  for  nightingale  food,  and  we  cannot  find 
nightingale  food.  Yet,  though  we  do  not  feed  it,  it  does  not  die.  We 
can  muffle  it,  but  like  Bergman's  knight,  we  cannot  kill  it. 

This  is  our  deepest  failure,  the  failure  to  satisfy  our  deepest  desire. 
To  cover  up  our  failure,  we  compensate  with  other  successes:  we  feed 
the  other  animals.  We  have  a  wonderfully  efficient  animal- feeding 
machine:  that  prolific  diversion  factory,  that  endlessly  self- 
perpetuating  game  we  call  our  modern  technological  society.  It  keeps 
us  too  busy  ever  to  hear  our  nightingale,  for  we  hear  that  voice  only 
in  silence.

grow  together  in  peace, 
brotherhood,  and  charity.  If 
society  had  failed  to  reach  this 
harmony,  that  was  mainly 
because  individuals  had  not 
learned  to  love  themselves. 

"As  a  teacher  I  saw  an 
opportunity  to  remedy  this 

lack  of  self-love.  There  would  be  no  Hitlers  or  Stalins 
coming  out  of  my  classes." 

Said  Kilpatrick,  "Popular 
psychology  seemed  to  me  just 
another  version  of  Chris- 
tianity—  a  more  up-to-date  and 
relevant  version.  Indeed,  it  was 
strongly  espoused  by  friends  of 
mine  who  were  priests  and 
ministers,  so  not  only  did  it  seem 
very  Christian,  but  it  had  a 
clerical  stamp  of  approval." 
By  the  time  he  arrived  at  BC,  Kilpatrick  "had  long 
since  dropped  going  to  Mass  or  receiving  the 
sacraments.  I  thought  it  was  quite  sufficient  to  have 
feelings  of  good  will  and  love  toward  mankind,  which  I 
did,  of  course.  It  was  the  standard  post-adolescent  view 
of  religion,  that  'love  is  all  you  need.'  And  love  seemed 
such  a  simple  thing  as  long  as  one  had  a  watered-down 
definition  of  it,  which  I  did." 

Kilpatrick  thinks  he  was  probably  a  more  popular 
teacher  in  the  early  '70s  before  he  "returned  from  (his) 
sabbatical  from  Christianity."  Then,  his  teaching  goal, 
he  said,  was  "to  liberate  my  students  so  they  would 
think  exactly  as  I  did." 

At  that  time,  Kilpatrick  "was  preaching  a  straight 
humanistic  line.  That  is,  that  young  people  are  victims 
of  their  culture  and  out  of  touch  with  their  real  selves 
because  of  the  influence  of  society  and  their  parents. 
My  hope  was  to  be  able  to  free  them  from  the  tyranny 
of  society  and  make  them  feel  good  about  themselves — 
that  sort  of  thing. 

"What  I  taught  to  them,  or  preached  to  them,  didn't 
sound  like  preaching  because  it  dovetailed  with 
everything  they  picked  up  from  the  media  or 
magazines.  And  I  was  always  able  to  give  some  sort  of 
reply  to  whatever  they  said  as  long  as  it  would  make 
them  feel  good  about  themselves. 

"I  was  popular,"  he  said,  "because  I  couldn't 
possibly  offend  anyone." 

Today,  Kilpatrick's  responses  in  the  classroom  aren't 
always  what  the  students  want  to  hear.  "I  tell  them 
there  really  is  such  a  thing  as  objective  truth,  and  that 
some  things  are  true  and  some  things  are  false.  Some 
things  are  right  and  some  things  are  wrong.  Certain 
students  find  this  almost  impossible  to  comprehend. 

'They  come  away  from  class  with  the  idea  I'm  just 
playing  Socratic  games  because  I  express  opinions 
which  are  so  far  out  of  line  with  the  prevailing  mental- 
ity. They  think  I  must  be  putting  them  on,  or  trying  to 
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get  a  reaction.  Well,  I  am 
trying  to  get  a  reaction,  but 
as  a  matter  of  fact,  the  things 
I  say  also  generally  happen  to 
be  my  opinions." 

He  jokes  about  it  now,  but 
in  fact,  it  was  a  very  confusing 
and  painful  time  for  Kilpatrick 
when  he  realized  that  the 
theories  he  was  teaching  in  class,  and  the  Rogers  book  on 
which  he  placed  all  his  confidence,  didn't  really  make 
sense  of  his  own  life. 

"I  was  writing  my  first  book,  Identity  and  Intimacy 
(1975) — another  book  with  a  straight  humanistic  tract. 
In  the  process  of  having  to  think  very  deeply  and  very 
seriously  about  these  ideas — because  when  one  writes, 
one  has  to  think  much  more  deeply  than  one  usually 
does  about  a  subject — I  came  to  realize  the  ideas  just 
didn't  make  sense.  They  seemed  to  ignore  large  areas 
of  human  experience. 

"I  also  realized  the  ideas  didn't  apply  to  my  own  life 
or  help  to  explain  the  difficult  parts  of  life:  the  pain  and 
suffering,  the  disappointments,  frustrations,  and  beyond 
that,  the  irrational,  bizarre  elements  of  life  that  official- 
ly are  not  recognized,  but  unofficially,  we  all  experience. 

"I  was  beginning  to  come  around  to  the  Christian 
view  that  life  is  really  a  very  mysterious  process,  and 
that  rational,  secular  explanations  of  life  and  life  events 
don't  do  justice  to  one's  experience.  I'm  very  fond  of 
what  Gabriel  Marcel  said:  'Life  is  a  mystery  to  be  lived, 
not  a  problem  to  be  solved.'  I  think  the  older  one  gets,  the 
more  one  appreciates  the  profundity  of  that  remark." 

Kilpatrick's  Identity  and  Intimacy  ended  up  a  criticism 
of  humanistic  psychology  and  its  "emphasis  on  fluid- 
ity, on  continual  change  and  growth  so  that,  in  a  sense, 
one  is  not  responsible  for  the  self  one  was  yesterday. 
One  is  born  anew  every  day.  Once  you  accept  this  view 
of  the  self,  once  that  view  becomes  widely  accepted, 
once  people  begin  to  live  for  the  moment,  we  see  that 
enormous  harm  is  done  to  the  capacity  to  sustain  a 
relationship. 

"I  think  in  some  respects,"  he  said,  "the  difficulties 
we've  been  seeing  with  marriages  and  relationships  in 
the  last  20  years  go  back  to  the  acceptance  of  the 
human  potential  view  of  the  self — which  is  essentially 
the  idea  that  one  must  be  free  to  grow  in  whatever 
direction  one  wishes  with  no  restraints. 

"Christianity  simply  makes  no 
sense  unless  we  are  sinners  in 
need  of  salvation.  It  was  when  I 
realized  this  that  it  became  evi- 
dent to  me  that  the  easy 
optimism  about  human  nature 
assumed  by  so  much  psychology 
is  in  flat  contradiction  to  a  Chris- 
tian view." 

Although  writing  Identity  and 
Intimacy  forced  Kilpatrick  to  sit  back  and  evaluate  his 
own  beliefs,  he  said,  "Perhaps  the  most  crucial  turning 
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point,  although  I  didn't  see  it 
as  a  turning  point  at  the  time, 
came  from  C.S.  Lewis'  series 
of  books,  The  Chronicles  of 
Narnia. 

"I  was  reading  them  to  my 
daughter,  Kathleen,  as  bed- 
time stories  and,  of  course, 

since  there  are  seven  books,  it  took  quite  a  bit  of  time. 
But  it  was  all  I  could  do  not  to  cry  while  I  read  them. 
They  were  calling  up  and  evoking  the  deep-seated 
longing  for  the  supernatural  that  I'd  kept  buried  for  so 
long. 

"It  was  in  reading  The  Chronicles  of  Namia  that  I  was 
given  the  impetus  to  read  Lewis'  other  books,  his 
Christian  apologetics — and  once  that  happened,  I  was 
snared.  As  Lewis  once  observed,  'A  young  man... can- 
not be  too  careful  of  his  reading.  There  are  traps 
everywhere — Bibles  laid  open,  millions  of  surprises." 

Kilpatrick  said,  "The  more  I  pushed  the  various 
ideas  and  philosophies  I  came  across,  the  more  I  was 
convinced  they  were  absolutely  absurd.  I  was  beginning 
to  have  some  firsthand  experience  of  George  Orwell's 
suggestion  that  some  ideas  are  so  stupid,  only  intellec- 
tuals believe  them.  But  there's  a  quote  from  one  of 
C.S.  Lewis'  books  that  helps  to  explain  it  better  than 
anything  else.  He  said,  'If  Christianity  is  untrue,  then 
no  honest  man  will  want  to  believe  it,  however  helpful 
it  might  be;  if  it  is  true,  every  honest  man  will  want  to 
believe  it,  even  if  it  gives  him  no  help  at  all.' 

"In  other  words,  it's  basically  a  question  of  honesty. 
Honestly,  I  couldn't  avoid  the  truth  of  Christianity, 
although  at  that  time,  I  couldn't  see  that  it  was  going  to 
do  me  much  good." 

Kilpatrick  is  the  first  to  admit  that  his  return  to 
Christianity  has  been  a  "slow  and  reluctant  return," 
and,  "I  would  be  foolish  to  hold  myself  up  as  any  sort 
of  model  for  imitation." 

He  said,  "Whereas  I  once  used  to  conceive  of  grace 
in  terms  of  fine  flakes  of  gold  dust  fluttering  down  from 
heaven,  I  now  tend  to  think  in  more  violent  terms.  In 
one  of  Flannery  O'Connor's  books,  The  Violent  Bear  It 
Away,  her  thesis  is  that  we're  really  in  such  a  bad  state 
that  God  has  to  get  violent  with  us  before  we're  willing 
to  turn  to  Him.  Or,  as  Lewis  once  said,  'God  is,  if  I 
may  say  it,  very  unscrupulous.' 

"God  leaves  us  to  our  own  devices  and  lets  us  find 
out  certain  things  for  ourselves.  Not  that  He  has  to  do 
anything.  We  are  quite  capable  of  bungling  our  own 
lives  and  especially  at  those  times  when  we  think  we're 
most  in  control.  Lewis  said  that  people  talk  about 
man's  search  for  God  but  they  might  as  well  talk  about 
the  mouse's  search  for  the  cat." 

Modern  Western  society,  and  particularly  educated 
society,  is  not  particularly  welcoming  of  professions  of 
faith,  said  Kilpatrick.  "The  general  presumption  that 
prevails  in  educated  circles  is,  'Of  course,  no  one 
believes  in  that  sort  of  thing  anymore.'  A  few  weeks 
ago,  I  got  into  a  conversation  with  some  people  who 
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were  completely  flabbergasted 
to  find  that  I  was  both  a  pro- 
fessor and  a  practicing 
Catholic. 

"And  it's  no  easy  business 
to  broach  the  subject  in  class. 
A  red  flag  seems  to  go  up  in 
some  students'  minds  at  any 
whiff  of  Christianity.  They  immediately  think  in  terms 
of  somebody — me — trying  to  impose  morality  on 
somebody  else — them.  I  sometimes  jokingly  ask  them 
who  else's  morality  I  should  impose  except  my  own. 
"Of  course,  I'm  not  entirely  joking.  Anyone  who 
firmly  believes  in  something  as  good,  true  and  beautiful 
will  hope  that  others  come  to  see  the  same  vision. 

"As  well,  I  don't  want  to  be  a  hypocrite.  I  don't 
want  to  be  in  a  position  of  saying  I  personally  believe 
that  Christianity  is  true,  and  then  go  ahead  and  pretend 
it  doesn't  have  anything  to  do  with  anything  we  discuss 
in  my  classes. 

"You  can't  put  religion  aside  as  a  separate  compart- 
ment that  doesn't  affect  the  rest  of  the  way  you  think. 
This  doesn't  mean  preaching  a  certain  point  of  view, 
but  it  does  mean  presenting  that  point  of  view  as  one 
explanation  of  human  nature  and  human  behavior. 

"Freud  wrote  three  books  criticizing  religion. 
Maslow,  Jung  and  Rogers  pushed  Eastern  religions  in 
their  writings  at  the  expense  of  Christianity.  It's  only 
when  someone  suggests  that  Christianity  might  provide 
a  reasonable  explanation  of  our  behavior  that  scientific 
eyebrows  are  raised. 

"But  a  psychology  teacher's  primary  responsibility  is 
to  teach  psychology.  God  is  in  charge  of  salvation.  For 
all  I  know,  He  may  do  His  best  work  when  I'm  doing 
my  worst  teaching.  When  I  look  back  at  past  events,  I 
often  find  that  those  times  when  I  thought  I  was  leaping 
boldly  ahead  were,  in  retrospect,  periods  of  regression, 
and  those  times  which  seemed  darkest,  were  actually 
the  periods  of  most  growth. 

"I  must  add  that  one  of  the  in- 
teresting things  about  being  an 
orthodox  Christian  these  days  is 
that  it  pits  you  against  the 
establishment.  To  be  a  Christian 
in  today's  society  is  to  be  a 
member  of  the  resistance,  a  badly 
outnumbered  resistance,  which  is 
both  a  dangerous  and  exciting 
position  to  be  in." 
William  Kilpatrick  is  currently  on  a  year's  sabbatical. 
He  plans  to  travel  and  write.  In  the  last  few  years,  he 
has  developed  an  interest  in  writing  fiction,  and  hopes 
to  publish  in  the  future.  A  new  book,  Encounters  With  the 
Quiet  Revolutionary  and  Other  Essays  On  the  Psychological 
Society,  is  in  press.

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The  naked  man  appeared  in  my  headlights  one  very  cold  winter 
night  on  a  darkened  street.  He  was  wearing  only  pajama  tops,  and  he 
was  frantically  waving  me  to  stop.  It  is  curious  how  many  thoughts 
can  pass  through  one's  mind  in  a  few  seconds.  The  first  thought  I 
had  was  that  I  simply  did  not  want  to  stop.  It  had  been  a  bad  day  for 
me  already.  Besides,  whatever  was  going  on  here  was  not  my  prob- 
lem. Let  someone  else  stop.  Moreover,  it  looked  like  a  potentially 
dangerous  situation.  The  man  could  be  a  lunatic.  If  I  stopped  to 
help,  I  might  get  hurt.  If  I  should  get  seriously  hurt,  what  good 
would  I  be  to  those  who  depend  on  me?  Oh  yes,  I  realized  that 
ethical  principles  were  involved.  And  I  had  no  doubt  that  some  moral 
rule  or  other  required  me  to  stop  or  do  something.  But  at  the 
moment  my  mind  was  nimbly  inventing  qualifications,  loopholes,  and 
exceptions  to  whatever  moral  law  applied.  I  might  feel  bad  for  a 
while  afterward,  but  I've  found  you  can  get  over  that.  Let  the  police 
handle  it. 

Then  a  sentence  from  a  story  inexplicably  passed  into  my  head: 
"Clothe  the  naked."  Nothing  else.  Just,  "Clothe  the  naked." 

I  stopped. 

The  man  as  it  turned  out  had  awakened  to  the  sounds  of  a 
housemate-gone-berserk  who  was  smashing  furniture  with  a  tire  iron. 
When  the  housemate  turned  on  this  man,  he  wasted  no  time 
worrying  about  his  dignity  and  fled  for  his  life.  After  hearing  his  hur- 
ried explanation,  I  quickly  found  a  blanket  for  him  in  the  car  and  we 
sped  off  to  a  nearby  police  station.  The  point  I  wish  to  make  is  simp- 
ly this:  I  did  not  stop  on  principle.  I  stopped  because  the  hero 
of  a  story  I  believe  in  once  said,  "Clothe  the  naked."  I  stopped 
because  He  would  have  stopped  and  those  of  us  who  believe  this  story 
want  very  much  to  imitate  Him,  even  if  ours  is  a  poor  imitation. 

Note  that  the  gospel  story  does  not  say, "Clothe  the  naked  because 
all  people  are  invested  with  human  dignity"  or  "Clothe  the  naked 
because  justice  demands  it";  just,  "Clothe  the  naked."  Period.  Do  it 
because  this  is  what  is  expected  of  those  who  want  to  play  a  part  in 
the  Christian  story. 

The  main  reason — and  it  is  a  difficult  one  for  non-Christians  to 
grasp — that  you  cannot  extract  ethical  principles  from  Christianity 
and  set  them  up  on  their  own  is  that  Christianity  is  not  an  ethical 
system.  It  is  not  meant  to  be  a  prescription  for  good  behavior, 
although  good  behavior  is  one  of  its  side  effects.  It  is  a  story.  Chris- 
tians believe  that  it  is  a  true  story  but  a  story,  nonetheless.

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His  words  changed  my  life 

The  lasting  influence  of  an  unlikely  mentor

I  had  several  professors  during  my 
four  years  at  Boston  College  whose 
contributions  to  my  education  were 
very  significant.  But  the  unusual  and, 
indeed,  unique  educational  and 
spiritual  impact  which  Richard 
Gregory  Shea,  SJ,  had  on  me  became 
more  clear  to  me  than  ever  before  as  I 
read  in  the  Boston  Globe  about  his  death 
at  the  age  of  82  on  March  25,  1984. 

Fr.  Shea  taught  English  (then  we 
called  it  rhetoric)  and  Latin  to 
sophomores  in  the  Honors  Program. 
He  was  a  relentless  workhorse  and 
tried  to  form  all  of  us  in  the  same 
mold.  He  insisted  on  two  or  three 
themes  a  week,  a  good  deal  of 
memorizing  of  prose  and  poetry  and 
instant  translations  in  class  of  difficult 
Latin  passages. 

I  am  quite  sure  that  neither  I  nor 
the  class  appreciated  what  Fr.  Shea 
was  trying  to  do.  But,  at  least  in 
recent  years,  I  have  realized  that  he, 
more  than  any  other  person,  taught 
me  how  to  write.  His  ceaseless  com- 
ments on  my  themes  pointed  out  flab- 
by sentence  structure,  misplaced  com- 
mas and  transitional  words  that  did 
not  cohere.  He  also  orally  commented 
on  my  writings  in  the  Heights.  He 
once  asked  me  to  defend  my  reference 
to  a  Catholic  college  for  women  as 
"exclusive."  I  had  no  defense.  He  fol- 
lowed my  debating  in  his  role  as 
moderator  of  the  Marquette  Society 
and  offered  comments  which,  if  not 
very  welcome  when  they  were  given, 
encouraged  me  then  and  now. 

Fr.  Shea  was  not  a  scholar  or  an 
intellectual.  He  was  a  priest  trained  in 
the  long  Jesuit  course  who  did  not 
need  a  graduate  degree  to  be  profes- 
sional and  an  expert  at  what  he  did. 
He  loved  the  writings  of  Cardinal 
Newman,  G.K.  Chesterton,  Francis 
Thompson  and  Daniel  Webster;  as  a 
result,  he  communicated  that  enthu- 
siasm to  his  class.  But  his  emphasis 
was  on  the  rhythm  and  the  rhetoric, 
not  on  the  historic  meaning  of  the 
work.  He  gave  the  course  in  English  in 
order  to  teach  us  how  to  write.  If  I  had 
not  had  that  course  I  am  not  certain 
that  I  would  ever  have  learned  how  to 
structure  sentences,  develop  para-

graphs  and  put  together  articles  and 
books. 

Dozens  of  memories  of  Fr.  Shea 
came  back  to  me  as  I  read  his  obit- 
uary. I  cannot  say  that  he  was  a  friend 
when  I  was  a  student  at  Boston 
College.  I  was  almost  frightened  of 
him.  His  energy,  his  rigorous 
discipline  and  his  strong  commitments 
made  him  almost  awesome.  But  one 
day  he  relaxed  in  my  presence  and 
said  sentences  that  changed  the  course 
of  my  life.

It  was  in  March  of  1942.  The  250 
members  of  the  senior  class  had,  since 
the  day  after  Pearl  Harbor,  been 
scrambling  to  enter  military  officer 
recruitment  programs.  Commence- 
ment had  been  moved  up.  With  an 
application  to  the  Naval  Officer  Pro- 
gram in  my  pocket,  I  visited  with  Fr. 
Shea  in  a  parlor  at  Saint  Mary's.  I 
told  him  that  I  had  been  accepted  to 
the  Maryknoll  order.  Maryknoll  priests 
were  then  still  in  China  carrying  out 
their  dream  of  converting  the  world's 
most  populous  nation  to  the  faith. 
Without  disapproving  at  all  of  my 
aspiration  to  Maryknoll,  Fr.  Shea 
simply  stated:  "I  would  be  honored  as 


a  Jesuit  if  you  were  to  enter  the  Soci- 
ety of  Jesus.  You  have  talents  which 
could  benefit  the  Church  if  you 
became  a  Jesuit.  I  want  to  invite  you 
to  join." 

There  was  no  suggestion  of  recruit- 
ment. No  selling.  Just  three  sentences 
enunciated  by  Fr.  Shea. 

We  chatted  for  less  than  15  minutes. 
He  made  his  view  clear  to  me  that  I 
should  feel  no  obligation  to  serve  in 
the  military  before  entering  the 
seminary.  Later,  I  realized  that  at  that 
time  he  himself  was  making  arrange- 
ments to  become  a  military  chaplain — 
a  career  in  which  he  distinguished 
himself  during  several  years  of  service 

On  June  29,  1942,  I  entered  the 
Jesuit  order  at  Shadowbrook.  I  cannot 
say  with  certainty  that  Fr.  Shea's  three 
sentences  brought  that  about.  But  my 
mind  gradually  changed  after  my  chat 
with  him.  Somehow,  the  idea  of  an 
academic  life  had  not  seemed  challeng- 
ing or  the  best  way  to  serve  as  a  priest. 
It  may  well  be  that  Fr.  Shea  altered 
my  life  in  a  very  significant  way. 

I  saw  Fr.  Shea  regularly  during  his 
fruitful  26  years  as  a  University 
chaplain  at  Boston  College.  He  was 
just  as  relentless  in  his  zeal  in  this 
office  as  he  was  when  he  taught  rhe- 
toric and  Latin.  Despite  the  afflictions 
of  age,  he  was  anxious  to  bring  the 
gospel  and  the  sacraments  to  everyone 
associated  with  Boston  College. 

During  those  years  it  was  not  easy 
to  express  appreciation  to  Richard 
Shea.  He  did  not  welcome  statements 
that  were  flattering  to  him.  He 
brushed  off  such  sentiments  with  his 
ever  present  puckish  sense  of  humor  or 
with  genuine  disdain. 

I  never  did  tell  Fr.  Shea  that  he 
taught  me  how  to  write.  Nor  did  I 
reveal  to  him  how  his  three  sentences 
altered  my  life.  I  am  afraid  I  never 
told  him  that  I  never  once  regretted 
accepting  his  invitation  to  become  a 
Jesuit.  I  wish  I  had  told  him  that  of 
all  of  the  professors  I  had  at  Boston 
College,  he  changed  my  life  the  most.

MG's  friends 

They  came  as  boarders  and  stayed  to  care

Some  25  years  ago,  Grace  Warner 
Gulesian,  an  internationally  known 
composer  of  popular  music  and  a 
respected  music  teacher  for  three 
decades  beginning  in  the  1920s,  fell 
upon  hard  times. 

She  was  then  in  her  seventies.  Her 
husband  had  died.  She  was,  in  the 
words  of  a  friend,  "a  classic  old  person 
on  a  fixed  income."  She  did,  however, 


own  a  large  Greek  Revival  home  on 
Commonwealth  Avenue  across  from 
Boston  College  and,  with  the  common 
sense  and  adaptability  that  she  pos- 
sessed throughout  her  life,  began  to 
take  in  boarders,  students  from  BC. 

Over  the  years,  some  100 
students — most  from  BC,  but  some 
from  other  institutions  as  well — took 
advantage  of  Mrs.  Gulesian's  offer. 
Over  the  years,  Mrs.  Gulesian — who 


came  to  be  called  "MG"  by  her 
boarders — grew  more  infirm,  and  the 
boarders,  who  had  come  to  love  and 
admire  her,  formed  a  close  group 
which  undertook  to  assure  she  would 
have  dignity,  a  measure  of  peace  and  a 
home  for  the  remainder  of  her  days. 

When  Mrs.  Gulesian  could  no 
longer  afford  laundry  service,  one 
long-time  boarder,  Michael  George 
'79,  scouted  up  a  discarded  washer 
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and  dryer  on  the  street,  brought  them 
to  the  house  and  repaired  and  installed 
them.  When  she  needed  a  new  roof  on 
a  section  of  the  house,  they  put  that 
on.  They  brought  her  tea  each  after- 
noon at  a  table  in  the  parlor  and 
cooked  her  meals.  They  bathed  her 
and  gave  her  medical  treatment  when 
she  grew  more  infirm.  They  took  her 
to  the  Berkshires,  to  the  BSO,  the 
Pops,  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts,  a 
Shriner's  Circus,  and  to  the  Ritz  and 
Top  of  the  Hub  to  mark  what  would 
have  been  her  50th  wedding  anniver- 
sary. They  took  her  on  a  boat  trip, 
loading  her  and  her  wheelchair  with 
the  aid  of  a  forklift.  They  arranged 
among  themselves  for  her  to  have  com- 
panions over  the  holidays.  Twice  she 
was  brought  to  a  boarder's  home  in 
New  Jersey  for  Christmas.  At  home, 
she  sat  at  the  head  of  the  table  at  all 
communal  dinners  and  was  guest  of 
honor  at  parties  and  barbecues. 

Some  of  the  boarders  stayed  beyond 
their  undergraduate  years.  When  a 
vacancy  occurred,  prospective  boarders 
were  screened  by  the  residents  to 
assure  continuation  of  the  tradition  of 
care. 

"It  wasn't  as  though  we  were  mar- 
tyrs," said  Estelle  (Callahan)  George 
'80,  a  current  resident  with  her  hus- 
band Michael.  "We  got  as  much  from 
it  as  she  did.  Her  will  to  live  and  her 
spirit  were  an  inspiration." 

MG  intrigued  her  young  friends. 
'There  was  a  regal  way  about  her," 
said  Lori  Nollet  '82.  "She  would  make 
little  speeches  at  the  table,  thanking 
people  for  coming  to  dinner.  She  was 
part  of  a  past  era  I  could  only  get  a 
peek  at  through  her."  Paul  Nugent 
'79,  a  former  resident  now  a  law  stu- 
dent in  Galveston,  Texas,  told  of 
taking  Mrs.  Gulesian  to  the  BSO  and 
the  doorman  asking  her  whether  she 
required  a  wheelchair.  "Yes,  I  am 
Mrs.  Gulesian,"  she  replied.  "So  good 
of  you  to  remember  me."  Former 
boarder  Richard  Small  recalled  a  trip 
she  made  to  the  hospital  and  her 
calling  the  ambulance  attendants 
"coachmen."

In  later  years,  as  the  students 
adapted  to  her  infirmities,  she  adapted 
to  their  lifestyles.  "She  liberalized" as 
BC  and  the  society  did,"  said  Nugent. 
Women  were  admitted  to  the  house  as 
visitors  and  residents.  Four  marriages 
resulted.  Mrs.  Gulesian  acknowledged 
blooming  romances  with  characteristic 
delicacy.  She  took  to  referring  to 
swains  as  brothers  and  sisters.  "And 
where  is  your  sister  today?"  she  might 
ask.  She  kept  her  interest  in  music, 
playing  the  piano  regularly  until  a  very 
few  years  ago,  and  friends  recalled  her 
sitting  on  the  porch  and  watching  with 
interest  two  of  her  boarders  play  elec- 
tric guitars.  "The  sound,"  said  a 
friend,  "could  be  heard  on  the  other 
side  of  campus." 

A  former  teacher  of  Arthur  Fiedler, 
she  did  not  forget  her  standards, 
however.  On  one  occasion,  watching  a 
boarder  improvise  on  the  piano,  she 
suddenly  rolled  her  wheelchair  away, 
saying,  "Yes,  they  do  those  things 
these  days,  don't  they?" 

Many  who  had  lived  in  the  house 
and  left  returned  for  visits,  sometimes 
bringing  children  and  spouses. 
Marathon  Day  was  a  popular  time  for 
visiting.  There  was  always  a  party 
going,  and  residents  and  friends 
gathered  on  the  roof  for  the  best  view 
of  the  race.  MG,  recalled  Nugent, 
would  watch  the  marathon  on  televi- 
sion, "seemingly  oblivious  to  the  fact 
it  was  going  right  by  her  house." 
Nugent  ran  the  marathon  twice.  "I 
came  back  once  and  told  MG  I  had 
run,"  he  said.  "'Did  you  win?'  she 
asked  me." 

Grace  Gulesian  died  in  her  bed,  in 
her  home,  in  her  sleep  during  the 
morning  of  Sept.  8.  She  had  turned 
100  in  May. 

At  a  post-funeral  gathering  on  Sept. 
10,  current  and  former  residents  took  a 
visitor  through  the  house,  pointing  out 
photographs  and  paintings,  the  card 
MG  received  from  President  Reagan 


on  her  last  birthday,  the  place  where 
she  sat  at  table,  the  sky-lighted  third- 
floor  bath  to  which  they  would  carry 
her.  They  recalled  the  night  she  went 
backstage  after  a  Pops  performance 
and  Fiedler  recognized  and 
remembered  her,  and  her  story  of 
being  expelled  from  a  posh  boarding 
school  for  playing  "Rock  of  Ages"  on 
the  piano  for  hoop  drill. 

Nollet  movingly  recalled  an  evening 
in  the  last  year  of  Mrs.  Gulesian's  life 
when  she  sang  for  them  and  then  sat 
at  the  piano  and,  at  their  instigation, 
played  a  few  notes  from  some  of  the 
hits  she  had  written  over  the  course  of 
her  career.  At  length  she  grew  tired. 
"Oh,  I  did  a  lot,  didn't  I?"  she  mused 
softly  as  she  turned  from  the  piano.

The  headline  on  the  Boston  Globe 
obituary  read,  "Composer  Grace 
Gulesian;  BC  students  cared  for  her." 
Nobody's  said  it  better. 
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At  the  helm 


Captain  Roberta  Hazard,  USN, 
is  in  charge.  Her  office  is  a  big  one 
that  looks  out  at  the  main  gate  of 
the  San  Diego  Naval  Training 
Center  (NTC) — the  second  largest 
base  of  its  kind  in  the  United 
States. 

The  NTC  is  surrounded  by  some 
of  the  city's  busiest  streets  and  its 
airport,  so  thousands  pass  the 
553-acre  installation  every  day, 
most  wondering  just  what  is  going 
on  among  the  stucco  buildings 
behind  the  wrought-iron  fences. 

If  they  really  wanted  to  know, 
they  could  go  to  that  smallish 
building  behind  the  putting  green 
hard  by  the  front  gate,  and  find 
Hazard.  She  could  tell  them, 
because,  as  she  says,  "I  run  the 
base  on  which  the  Naval  Training 
Center  is  conducted." 

As  the  officer  in  charge  of  the 
largest  of  four  commands  at  NTC, 
Hazard  supervises  eight  admin- 
istrative departments  and  is  respon- 
sible for  1,500  people,  including 
1 ,100  civilians. 

'The  arrival  at  captain  and 
achievement  of  command  is  the 
top,"  says  Hazard,  who  had  a 
junior  command  at  the  Navy's 
Treasure  Island  base  in  San  Fran- 
cisco before  moving  to  San  Diego  in 
December  1982.  "I've  been  blessed 
to  have  two  (commands).  Anything 
else  that  happens  is  gravy." 

Of  course,  something  else  has 
happened.  Last  spring,  she  was 
presented  with  an  Alumni  Award  of 
Excellence.  And,  more  recently,  Fr. 
Monan  tapped  her  for  the  Board  of 
Trustees. 

Hazard,  a  Newton  native,  joined 
the  first  class  of  women  at  Boston 
College,  graduating  magna  cum 
laude  in  1956  in  education.  The 
following  year,  she  obtained  a 
master's  in  history  and  international 
relations. 

After  three  years  of  teaching  at 
Newton  High,  Hazard  says  now,  "I 
became  increasingly  concerned  that 
my  entire  life  had  been  spent  in  the 
classroom."  Those  were  the  Ken- 
nedy years:  the  Peace  Corps  had 


been  founded,  and  the  way  to  the 
New  Frontier  was  opening  up.  For 
her,  "The  Navy  presented  an 
intriguing  opportunity  because  it 
was  a  service  organization."  She 
signed  on  for  what  she  thought 
would  be  two  years.  This  October, 
those  two  became  24. 

Because  of  Hazard's  contribu- 
tions, the  women's  chunk  of  the 
Navy's  world  works  more  smoothly. 
When  she  entered  Women's  Officer 
Candidate  Training  School  (OCS), 
it  was  separate  from  the  men's. 
There  were  approximately  500 
female  line  officers.  Now,  men  and 
women  attend  the  same  OCS  pro- 
gram, and  there  are  2,800  women 
line  officers.  It  was  Hazard's  work 
on  an  early  '70s  committee  that 
explored  women's  place  in  the  Navy 
and,  in  part,  led  to  those  changes. 

When  women  were  placed  on 
board  ship  for  the  first  time  in  the 
mid- '70s,  it  was  Hazard  who 
headed  the  group  that  implemented 
the  change. 

In  1978,  she  was  head  of  the 
women's  programs  section  within 
the  Chief  of  Naval  Operations 
Office.  There,  she  developed  policy 
and  career  opportunities  for  women 
officers  and  enlisted  personnel. 

An  officer  at  San  Diego  NTC 
said,  "A  lot  of  us  think  the  Navy 
has  her  picked.  She'll  be  eligible  for 
flag  rank  [equivalent  to  brigadier 


general  in  the  other  services]  next 
year.  Her  chances  of  achieving  it 
are  pretty  good." 

Those  chances  are  still  just  that  to 
Hazard,  who  is  more  concerned 
with  running  this  base  this  year. 

"I  can't  tell  what  the  future 
holds,"  she  said.  "My  crystal  ball  is 
all  snowed  up  right  now.  But  as 
long  as  I  can  contribute,  I  intend  to 
stay  around  for  a  few  more  years 
and  then  get  back  to  the  working 
world." 

Roberta  "Call  me  Bobbie" 
Hazard  pooh-poohs  the  notion  that 
she  might  be  carrying  the  women's 
banner  in  the  Navy.  She  refuses  the 
"feminist"  label. 

"I  have  always  considered  myself 
a  professional  naval  officer  first," 
she  says;  "one  who  recognizes  the 
talent  and  potential  of  women  as 
well  as  men. 

"I  know  I'm  a  role  model,  and 
with  that  comes  considerable  obliga- 
tions. I  don't  mind  that,  but  I  do 
look  forward  to  the  day  when  there 
are  many  more  role  models  who  are 
women  and  there  are  responsibilities 
shared  among  them."

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Heart  and  mind 

"One  who  loses  confidence  has 
no  more  to  lose." 

The  words  were  on  a  billboard  in 
a  Boston  subway  station  more  than 
20  years  ago  where  they  were  read 
by  an  introspective  11 -year-old.  He 
took  it  as  his  motto  a  year  later 
when  he  lost  his  sight. 

"I  don't  recall  the  author,"  said 
Marc  St.  Onge  '71,  "but  the  senti- 
ment is  something  I've  thought 
about  a  lot." 

St.  Onge  became  blind  at  age  12 
because  of  detached  retinas,  but  he 
hasn't  allowed  blindness  to  limit 
him.  A  magna  cum  laude  School  of 
Management  graduate,  he  is  a 
senior  buyer  at  Raytheon  in  Lowell, 
where  he  has  been  employed  12 
years. 

"When  you're  blind  you  have  to 
do  better  than  average  to  be  con- 
sidered average,"  said  the  married 
father  of  two  daughters.  "But  there 
are  two  roads  to  take  when  you 
have  a  handicap:  you  can  let  life 
pass  you  by,  or  you  can  do 
something  with  it.  I  chose  to  do 
something  with  it." 

St.  Onge  said  it  was  his  desire  to 
be  better  than  average  that  led  him 
to  attend  Boston  College  after  he 
graduated  from  the  Perkins  School 
for  the  Blind  in  Watertown.  "I 
figured  that  if  I  could  be  successful 
and  make  it  at  a  school  that  has 
such  a  good  academic  reputation, 
that  would  make  it  easier  for  me 
when  I  went  looking  for  work." 

Although  graduating  near  the  top 
of  his  class  did  help,  St.  Onge  said, 
it  still  took  more  than  a  year  of  job 
interviews  (he  began  the  search 
during  the  second  semester  of  his 
junior  year)  and  more  than  100 
rejection  letters  before  he  was  hired 
by  Raytheon.  Even  so,  St.  Onge 
thinks  he  got  a  lucky  break. 

"Fred  Gleason,  (Raytheon)  pur- 
chasing manager,  heard  about  me 
and  decided  to  interview  me.  He 
saw  potential.  His  mother  is  blind, 
so  he  is  aware  of  the  abilities  of 
blind  people.  But  it  was  still  a  big 
decision  for  him  to  hire  me.  It  was 
an  unpopular  thing  to  do.  It  still  is 


unpopular  to  hire  blind  people,  I 
think." 

St.  Onge,  voted  "Most  Out- 
standing Blind  Employee  of  the 
Year"  in  1983  by  the  Carroll 
Center  and  the  Massachusetts  Com- 
mission for  the  Blind,  said,  "When 
you  go  into  a  job  interview  and  they 
see  the  cane,  you're  up  against  a 
wall  unless  the  interviewer  is  sen- 
sitive to  the  issues  of  the  handi- 
capped and  is  aware  of  their 
abilities  and  other  positive  qualities. 
But,"  he  added,  "this  sensitivity 
has  to  traverse  all  levels  of 
management." 

St.  Onge  began  at  Raytheon  as  a 
vendor-liaison  representative.  In  his 
present  position,  he  negotiates 
business  deals  and  buys  annually 
some  $7  million  in  semiconductors 
for  the  company. 

"I'm  sure  that  I  have  the  ability 
to  progress  further  in  management 
with  Raytheon,"  said  St.  Onge. 
"Being  a  good  management  person 
is  not  a  function  of  whether  or  not 
you  can  see,  but  has  to  do  with 
one's  decision-making  ability;  and 
that  is  a  function  of  mental  ability." 
He  says  that  his  experience  at  BC 
gave  him  great  confidence  in  his 
mental  abilities. 


St.  Onge  said  that  when  he 
arrived  at  Boston  College  there  was 
no  formal  program  for  aiding 
handicapped  students.  He  was 
assisted  in  his  first  year  by  friends 
in  Loyola  Hall  who  helped  him 
learn  his  way  around  campus. 
Friends  and  volunteers  also  helped 
by  reading  to  him  and  making  tapes 
of  required  readings. 

'The  faculty  was  terrific,"  he 
said.  He  was  allowed  to  whisper 
notes  into  a  tape  recorder  during 
classes  because  the  braille  typewriter 
made  too  much  noise. 

At  the  end  of  his  freshman  year, 
he  was  inducted  into  the  SOM 
Honors  Program.  "There  were 
about  20  guys  in  the  program  and 
at  times  we  studied  together  and 
helped  each  other  out.  We  had 
some  enjoyable  experiences 
together.  We  worked  hard  and  we 
played  hard,"  he  said,  smiling  and 
acknowledging  that  he  still  gets 
season-tickets  to  the  football  games. 

"If  I  had  it  all  to  do  over  again, 
I'd  choose  to  spend  my  four  years 
at  BC.  The  tradition,  the  spirit — I 
got  a  lot  out  of  my  experience."

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A  new  league,  a  new  challenge 


The  Boston  College  hockey  team 
is  facing  new  challenges  for  the 
1984-85  season  as  one  of  seven 
members  in  a  newly  formed  league, 
Hockey  East. 

For  the  first  time,  BC  play  will 
also  include  regular  season  games 
against  teams  from  the  West  and 
Midwest,  generally  considered  the 
finest  teams  in  college  hockey. 

Coach  Len  Ceglarski  is 
understandably  enthusiastic.  "It'll 
be  a  great  challenge  to  the  kids  to 
see  how  well  they  can  do  against 
teams  that  have  never  been  on  our 
regular  schedule.  It'll  be  a  lot  of 
fun,  too." 

Hockey  East  will  upgrade  the 
level  of  college  hockey  for  all 
members  of  the  league  through  an 
association  that  has  been  formed 
with  the  Western  College  Hockey 
Association.  The  leagues  have 
arranged  that  each  team  will  engage 
in  inter-league  play  against  every 
other  team  at  least  twice. 

There  are  side  benefits  to  the  stif- 
fer  competition,  as  well.  "The  new 
league  has  helped  recruiting  here 
already,"  said  John  Conceison, 
sports  publicity  assistant.  "The 
chance  to  play  the  Western  teams  is 
a  strong  incentive  when  recruits 
make  their  college  selection.  It  will 
pull  some  student  athletes  away 
from  the  Central  and  Ivy  league 
schools." 

Freshman  Ken  Hodge  was  one  of 
the  recruits  influenced  by  the  new 
league.  "It  was  a  major  factor  in 
my  choosing  to  attend  BC  because 
it  will  give  me  a  chance  to  play 
teams  that  could  only  be  played  in 
tournaments  before,"  he  said. 

Hockey  East  has  already  initiated 
other  significant  changes  in  addition 
to  attracting  fine  players — extending 
the  schedule  and  making  it  more 
rigorous.  The  season's  first  game 


this  year  took  place  on  Oct.  17, 
nearly  a  month  earlier  than  last 
year's  first  game,  and  the  regular 
season  schedule  has  been 
increased  by  seven  games. 

"It's  a  long  haul,  maybe  too 
long,"  said  Ceglarski.  "We'll  be 
playing  for  almost  six  months.  The 
kids  really  don't  get  any  break 
because  we  travel  during  Christmas. 
But  it'll  be  interesting  to  see  what 
we  really  can  do  with  a  regular 
schedule  against  the  Western 
teams." 

Team  captain  Tim  Mitchell  '85, 
is  not  as  concerned  about  the  longer 
schedule  or  about  the  higher 
degree  of  difficulty  presented  by  the 
Western  teams.  "We  should  do  just 
as  well  out  West,"  he  said.  "We 
have  a  good  team  and  should  go  a 
long  way." 

Whether  or  not  the  new  schedule 
is  more  difficult,  all  members  of  the 
new  league  have  been  careful  to 
arrange  schedules  that  will  interfere 
with  academics  as  little  as  possible. 
The  presidents  of  the  seven  schools 
have  met  to  insure  academic 
priorities  would  not  be  overlooked. 
The  six  other  schools  are  Boston 
University,  University  of  New 
Hampshire,  Providence  College, 
University  of  Maine,  University  of 
Lowell  and  Northeastern 
University. 

Ceglarski  is  concerned  that  the 
players  receive  the  excellent 
academic  training  they  were  pro- 
mised when  they  chose  BC.  "The 
players  here  have  to  be  better 
prepared  academically  than  the 
players  at  other  schools.  I  don't  like 
to  brag,  but  we  have  a  pretty  good 
record  of  players  who  graduate. 
They  can  do  both." 

The  hockey  team  does,  indeed, 
have  an  excellent  record  of  players 
who  graduated  over  the  past  four 
years.  Well  over  90  percent  received 
their  diplomas.  With  the  continued 
stress  on  assuring  academic 


excellence,  the  new  league  should 
present  few  problems  and  many 
new  opportunities  for  the  skating 
Eagles.

The  home's  residents  happily 
accepted  our  invitations  to  our 
annual  on-campus  Pops  concerts 
and,  later,  when  we  took  over  Sym- 
phony Hall,  they  came  along  with 
door-to-door  bus  service  provided!  I 
maintain  that  the  Pops  music  was 
partial  recompense  for  the  occa- 
sional assault  of  stereos  that  came 
with  the  1970s  construction  of  the 
Hillside  Dormitory.  To  my  amuse- 
ment, I  learned  that  the  Baptist 
Home's  director  resourcefully 
placed  hard-of-hearing  residents  on 
the  side  nearest  the  dorm. 

For  all  these  years,  Alumni  Hall 
and  the  Baptist  Home  lived  in 
peace.  Not  a  word  of  complaint 
passed  between  us.  And  so,  while  I 
welcome  the  addition  of  dormitory 
space  for  Boston  College,  I  mourn 
the  passing  of  a  good,  sturdy  friend.

Although  each  state  is  only 
able  to  enter  one  contestant  in 
the  Miss  America  pageant, 
Boston  College  was  able  to  enter 
two  in  this  year's  contest:  Miss 
Connecticut  Joanne  Caruso  '82, 
and  Miss  Massachusetts 
Margaret  O'Brien  '80. 

O'Brien,  a  magna  cum  laude 
graduate,  won  first  place  in  the 
talent  competition  with  a  musical 
medley  of  three  songs,  "The 
Man  That  Got  Away,"  "The 
Man  I  Love,"  and  "My  Man." 
Her  sweep  of  the  talent  category 
helped  her  to  place  among  the 
top  10  finalists. 

O'Brien  was  pleased  with  the 
results  of  the  pageant.  "No  Miss 
Massachusetts  has  ever  been 
Miss  America.
